a question of temperamentality on the 
part of Judge Speer. It goes without 
contradiction that~ practically every 
witness who has appeared before the 
eommittee to testify against Judge 
Speer has been his personal enemy or 
has had some case in which he (the 
witness) was vitally interested, de- 
cided against him. 

For many years the feeling had been 
strong between Judge Speer and for- 
mer United States Marshal Barnes, 
who was one of the principal witnesses 
of the entire hearing. In fact, it was 
common knowledge at one time that 
Marshal Barnes had threatened to shoot 
Judge Speer and that the latter had 
remained away from his courtroom 
for several days to keep ovyt of trou- 
ble. _This was brought out partially in 
the present hearing. . 

Harry Stillwell Edwards, former Ma- 
con postmaster and author of note, 
who testified Friday, was probably the 
most interesting witness. He declared 
Judge Speer’s trouble to be “spiritual,” 
rather than mental. . His colloquy with 
Attorney Howard on philosophy and 
higher metaphysics was a treat that 
is not often enjoyed by spectators in 
a courtroom, 

Will Stress Animosity. 

Judge Speer’s attorneys expect to 
lay much stress. on the animosity of 
the witnesses, especially former Mar- 
shal Barnes, District Attorney AkKer- 
man and Colonel W. A. Huff, if Judge 
Speer is ever brought up for trial be- 
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fore the United States senate. They, 
as well as many others, could see 
nothing else in Chairman Webb's re- 
marks today in addressing Judge Speer, 
that “you will get a chance later to 
do that,” but that there is pretty cer- 
tain to be an impeachment trial. 

In adjourning here today, Chairman 
Webb thanked the people of Macon 
for the courtesy shown the committee. 
The hearing will be resumed in -Sa- 
vannah /Monday, and as Savannah has 
been striving for a division of the

A. Huff was on the stand for the pur- 
pose of going more fully into his bank- 
ruptey case. Colonel Huff read from 
letters at length, especially the one 
in which he dismissed the late Alex- 
ander Proudfit from his services as at- 
torney because of his apparent close 
relationship to Judge Speer and an- 
other in which he scored Attorney 
George S. Jones, charging that he 
(Jones) had tried to interfere with 
Huff’s attorneys. 

Attorney Callaway, for Judge Speer, 
was endeavoring to get before the 
committee a letter from Judge Proud- 
fit, which he claimed would put a dif- 
ferent light on the pojnt at issue, but 
Chairman Webb refused, which brought 
Judge Speer to his feet. 

“My usefulness as a judge is being 
attacked and I want this letter read,”’ 
he said.

W. C. Van Antwerp, Stock 
Exchange Governor, Says 
Wall Street Intends to Fol- 
low Wilson’s Advice. 


Washington, January 24—Praise of 
President Wilson's trust message, con- 
demnation of popular attacks on the 
New York stock exchange and an at- 
tack on findings of the house commit- 
tee of the last congress which investi- 
gated the so-called. money trust were 
coupled in an address here tonight be- 
fore an assembly of local bankers by 
William C. Van Antwerp, one of the 
governors of the exchange and a stu- 
dent of economics.

in the platitudes of his predecessors 
but whom we now know to be speak- 
ing in words burning with vitality, 
says these things, is he not voicing a 
mandate for fair play, for altruism 
and for righteousness? 

Righteousness in Wall Street.

Its Abolition Is Demanded by 
Congressmen Tribble 
and Howard. 


Washington, January 24.—Represen- 
tatives Tribble and Howard, of Geor- 
gia, attacked the naval “plucking” 
board today, citing “outrageous cases,” 
of admirals and other officers, able to 
perform service, who simply were 
drawing salaries and doing nothing as 
retired men. 

Representative Howard said Lieuten- 
ant Commander Bunt, of Georgia, “was 
wrongfully charged by certain parties 
with owing some debts.” After Burt 
had been retired for non-payment, said 
Mr. Howard, and President Taft had 
signed an order dismissing him from 
the service, the president found that 
Burt did not owe the debts and re- 
scinded his order. 

Swiwvel-Chaired Admiralty.

Judge Brand Decides 
Suit Made to Recover 
Ninth of Courthouse 


Athens, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
In the unique case of Kelley against 
Jackson county, in which it was 
sought to recover a one-ninth interest 
in the courthouse property of Jackson 
county, at Jefferson;"by the ejectment 
route—a process never before recorded 
in Georgia in a suit against a county

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NOBODY INDICTED 


FOR RIDNAPING 


Grand Jury Returns “No 
Bill” Against Men Who 
Forced Moyer and Tanner 


to Leave Michigan. 


Houghton, Mich., January 24.—A “no 
true bill’ was reported today by the 
special grand jury which has been 
investigating the 
and forcible deportation of Charles H. 
Moyer and James Tanner, officials of 
the Western Federation of Miners, on 
the night of December 26. 

Seventeen citizens were named in the 
presentment, which covered only the 
alleged assault on Moyer in Hancock. 
It developed that Special Prosecutor 
Nichols did not seek an indictment for 
the actudl deportation of Moyer and 
Charles H. Tanner. 

Four other “no true bills” in cases 
growing out of strike disorders were 
presented. One true bill was returned, 
but as the charge is a felony, it was 
not made public. 


No Actual Deportation. 


Mr. Nichols said afterward he had 
explained to the jury that in his opin- 
ion the statute on kidnaping did not 
apply to the deportation of Moyer and 
Tanner, because the union men were 
not forcibly sent out of the state, but 
were left to take their own course 
this side of the state line, and because 
there could be no possible claim that 
there was any intent to confine them 
against their will within the state or 
to hold them in service outside the 
state. 

Twenty-seven witnesses were exam- 
ined in the Moyer case, and the jury 
deliberated over it for two days. 

The impossibility of getting wit- 
nesses to identify the men in the crowd 
that assaulted Moyer is said to have 
been the main reason a “no true bill” 
was returned in the case. 

Although the Moyer 
closed, so far as the special grand 
jury is concerned, the body has not 
completed its investigation of disor- 
ders resulting from the copper miners’ 
strike. It will continue in session un- 
til Wednesday. . 

No true bills were returned today in 
the cases of John Lavers, charged with 
felonious assault; Peter Homath, 
charged with assault with intent to 
murder; Isaac Grasnovich and Thomas 
Rossnan, charged with murder, and 
several others charged with rioting. 


Governor Ferris Comments. 


Big Rapids, Mich., January 24.—“The 
guilty parties should be punished,” said 

overnor Ferris at his home here to- 
night, after he was informed by the 
Associated Press of the action of the 
@tand jury at Houghton that investi- 
gated the Moyer incident. 

“I cannot say whether I am satisfied 
with the result of the grand jury’s in- 
vestigation, because T do not know 
what evidence was laid before it,” said 
the governor. 

“The law was violated when Moyer 
and Tanner were forcibly deported, and 
I cannot say tonight whether the work 
of the grand jury in this particular 
matter is satisfactory to the state. 

“If it is necessary to go further to 
punish the guilty, the incident can be 
made the subject of an investigation 
in the courts, but I trust the grand 
jury’s action has been complete.” 

Moyer Not Surprised. 

Indianapolis, Ind., January 24.—“I am 
not at all surprised,” said Charles H. 
Moyer, president of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, when told tonight 
that the special grand jury at Hough- 
Mich., had returned a “no true 
after its investigation of the al- 
leged kidnaping of Mr. Moyer from the 
ones strike zone. 

“The personnel of the grand jury 
was the best evidence to us that there 
will be no indictments returned against 
any members of the Citizens’ alli- 
ance,” he said. 

Mr. Moyer said he did not care to 
make any further statements until he 
had more particulars. He is here at- 
tending the convention of the United 
Mine Workers of America.

JAPAN IN HARMONY 
WITH UNITED STATES 


Washington, January 24.—Baron 
Makino, the Japanese foreign minister, 
has made a supplementary statement 
to the Japanese parliament to show 
that according to the Japanese under-

Victor Herbert’s “Madeline” 
Is Sung in New York. 
Critics Divided. 


New York, January 24.—Grand opera 
in English by American composers had 
another test at the Metropolitan opera 
house this afternoon when “Madeline,” 
a one-act opera by Victor Herbert, had 
its first performance on any stage. 
Critical opinion of the merits of the 
work apparently was divided, but the 
audience received it with evidence of 
keen appreciation. There were numer- 
ous curtain calls and the Irish-born 
composer, who served his musical ap- 
prenticeship as a ’cellist in the orches- 
tra of this same opera house back in 
the late sixties, many times had to bow 
his acknowledgements, together with 
Mme.

PALACE 1S SHATTERED 
BY SUFFRAGETTE BOMB 


Great Damage Is Done in the 
Botanic Gardens at 
Glasgow. 


Glasgow, Seotland, January 24.— 
Kibble Crystal palace, an extensive 
conservatory in the Glasgow Botanic 
Gardens, was destroyed by a bomb 


today. The destruction is believed to 
have been the work of militant suf- 
fragists. 


The great glass roofs and sides of 
the structure were blown into thou- 
sands of pieces. Many valuable plants 
were ruined. 

A caretaker succeeded in severing 
the fuse of a second bomb just before 
the first one exploded. He had a nar- 
row escape from losing his life by 
being struck by some of the flying 
splinters of metal and glass. 

Foot prints and remains of food 
found in the bushes near the conserva- 
tory indicate that the perpetrators had 
hidden for some time awaiting an op- 
portunity to set the fuses of the bombs.

to come within the twelve-minute ordi- 
nance, and we have been after them with 
the statements that it would be made six 
minutes, and it would cost them no more 
to change to the six-minute ordinance than 
it would to meet the twelve-minute ordi- 
nance. This ordinance was passed by the 
city council on Monday. the 15th. and un-

happenings within the last few weeks 
to show that tne development of 
Olympic athletics is much more popu- 
lar in the United States than it is in 
Europe. In both England and Ger- 
many the cause received a severe set- 
back. In England the Olympic fund 
committee, which was organized last 
summer by the English nobility to 
raise a fund of $500,000 to provide for 
the proper representation of England 
at the Berlin games, has resigned and 
abandoned its project after having ob- 
tained less than $35,000. In Germany 
the government plan to grant a large 
sum of money to properly equip and 
develop the German team was de- 
feated by the socialist vote. 

In the United States, on the contrary, 
the project to have this country prop- 
erly represented has been very popular 
and the Ameriean Olympic committee 


was forced to cancel the match Tom |; 


McCarey had scheduled for him with 
Jimmy Clabby last week, but I haven’t 
seen anything in the sporting pages 
insinuating that the tar had cold feet, 
or impugning his courage. 

But with Ritchie it is different—nhe 
is the champion of his class and as 
such is the target for all the shots the 
scribes feel like aiming in his direc- 
tion. It helps fill the sporting columns 
and, after all, really does not do the 
champion any great harm. 

Still it is not the fair thing to roast 

a fighter of the Ritchie type for doing 
what any sane person would have done 
under like conditions. Suppose Ritchie 
nad gone into the ring with Murphy 
in poor physical condition, and an ac- 
cident occurred, what a swell chance 
for the enemies of the sport to get in 
their deadjy work. Probably the same 
critics who are now taking the cham- 
pion to task for “dodging” Murphy, 
without knowing the why or where- 
fore, would then be among the first to 
roast the club officials, fighters, man- 
agers and everyone connected with the 
mill for permitting the champion to 
enter the ring at all. And there you 
are. 
The fact of the matter is that Willie 
Ritchie has accomplished more in the 
short time he has been champion than 
any of his immediate predecessors. 
True, Wolgast fought half a dozen 
short battles in the twelve months fol- 
lowing his defeat of Battling Nelson, 
but there was not a classy man in the 
bunch. 

Nelson gave Joe Gans a return match 
two months after he had beaten the 
negro for the championship, but that 
match was a mistake. It should never 
have been allowed. Gans was then on 
his last legs and lasted twenty-one 
rounds because he was a wonderful 
ring general_and it was his brain and 
not his strength that kept him on his 
feet for that length of time before one 
of the toughest lightweights the game 
has ever known. 

Ritchie’s Record. 


Now look at Ritchie’s record for the 
first year of his reign as champion. 
Seven months after winning the title 
he fought what was to have been a 
twenty-round bout with Joe Rivers, 
recognized by press and public as his 
most dangerous rival, and knocked him 
out in ten or eleven rounds, I forget 
which. Four months later he took on 
Leach Cross, by many considered a 
greater fighter than Rivers, and gave 
him a beating in ten rounds—so de- 
cisive that there was not a dissenting 
voice to the newspaper verdicts, which 
is an unusual thing in New York, 
where the friends and supporters of a 
losing scrapper in so important a con- 
test put up a howl that can be heard 
from Harlem to the Battery if there is 
a possible chance of getting away 
with it. 

That's what I call going some for a 
champion’s first year at the top of his 
class. And Willie didn’t pick out easy 
marks, it will be noticed. On the con- 
trary he let the matchmakers do the 
picking and boxed the two hardest 
propositions in the lightweight division. 

Now because he has been unfortu- 
nate enough to meet with an accident, 
fercing him to call off the Murphy 
bout for the second time, a number of 
knockers are fillmg their columns with 
insinuations and inuendoes concerning 
his courage. Why, Ritchie is entitle/ 
to sympathy instead of Knocks any 
way one looks at it. In the first place 
it isn’t very nice to “spring” a bum 
heel, an account that would put him 
out of the game altogether if not prop- 
erly attended to, and in the second 
place, $15,000 is not to be picked up 
every day—even ok ae times when the 
urses are prodigal. 

. And the erahy match looked like 
easy money for the champion from any 
angle one sized it up. 

Pruiy the path of a champion is not 
always strewn with roses. 

Middleweight Problem. 

With Eddie McGoorty out of the run- 
ning and an avowed candidate for the 
heavyweight title (according to Aus- 
tralian advices), the middleweight 
championship problem is just that 
much closer to a solution. 

Mike Gibbons proved in the recent 
bout with Bob McAllister that he must 
be reckoned with as a worthy candi- 
date for the long vacated throne. And, 
by the way, I believe I was one of the 
original Gibbons boosters. The first 
time I ever saw Mike in action he im- 
pressed me as the neatest workman of 
his size I had glimpsed in many years. 
After watching him polish off several 
second-raters I advised him to go out 
after the middleweight title and sug- 
gested Eddie McGoorty as the fellow in 
particular to shoot at. 

The result of the NcGoorty-Gibbons 
conflict was a disappointment to me. 
At the weights I really thought .Gib- 
bons would prove the winner. Mind 
you, I have considerable respect for 
McGoorty’s prowess at all times, but 
Waddie had to make 158 ringside for the 
bout, several pounds below anything he 
should have attempted, and as a big 
forfeit was up, he over-did the training 
in his anxiety to reduce, with the re- 
sult that he was several ounds below 
the mark called for. 

Gibbons also was too light. In 
Mike’s case, however, it appeared to me 
more nervousness than anything else 
which accounted for the poor showing. 
Several times’ he had opportunities to 
make himself a hero with the fight 
fans, but in each instance lacked the 
aggressiveness to take the chance that 
might have stamped him then and 
there as the premier middleweight of 

e country. 
hiakons’ excuse for his miserable 
showing was illness. That being the 
case he should never have fought at 
all, for it is by their achievements that 
the publie judges fighters, and not by 
excuses, glibies and the “what might 
have been” stuff. 

Gibbons Looks Good.

has already started the nucleus of a 
fund for 1916. There is no doubt that 
the Americans will get all the money 
they need, even if congress does not 
make an appropriation for the cause. 

Those who understand the situation 
in England are not surprised that the 
movement to raise a $500,000 fund 
failed. It was a failure for two rea- 
sons. First, the size of the fund was 
out of all proportions to the needs. 
What any country could require of 
$500,000 to develop an Olympic team is 
beyond comprehension. The United 
States has sent two big Olympic teams 
abroad, each of them larger than any 
team that represented England, and 
yet the entire expense was consider- 
ably less than $100,000 each year, and 
when it is considered that in 1912 the 
United States had to charter a steam- 
ship to take its team to Stockholm, 
whereas England is only a few hours’ 
ride from Berlin, it will easily be seen 
how unreasonable was their request 
for such a large sum. Even Americans, 
who are accustomed to doing things in 
a big way, were aghast at the propo- 
sition, and James E. Sullivan openly 
criticised the movement as contrary to 
the ideals of true amateur sport. 


Britons Indifferent. 


The second reason ‘for its failure 
was the indifference of the English 
people toward the Olympic games. The 
English people are not accustomed to 
raising funds of one kind for the sup- 
| port of athletics. hey are becoming 
used to the idea, but the request for 
a $500,000 fund for the support of a 
movement with which they were not 
| entirely in sympathy staggered them. 
|} As a matter of fact, when we con- 
sider the geographic location of Eng- 
land to Germany the fund of $35,000 
already raised or promised ought to be 
nearly sufficient for the expenses of 
the team. 

The British committee also has more 
than two years in which to complete 
preparations for the Berlin games and 
there ought to be no difficulty in rais- 
1 ing this fund to $50,000, which would 
| certainly take care of all legitimate 
expenses. To an outsider it looks as 
though the action of the English 
people in refusing to subscribe to such 
an immense fund was a just rebuke 
to the extravagance of this committee. 

The thoroughness with which the 
United States is preparing for Berlin 
shows that the American committee is 
learning and making progress all the 
time. One of the greatest handicaps 
to Americans in competing abroad has 
always been new food, new climatic 
conditions and hotel accommodations. 
In 1908 at London and 1912 at Stock- 
holm the efficiency of the American 
athletes was consicerably reduced for 
these reasons. Of course, the climatic 
conditions could not be changed, but 
the cooking and sleeping accommoda- 
tions can be altered. In 1908 the 
American committee received practi- 
cally no aid from the British Olympic 
committee in securing proper hotel ac- 
commodations. The result was that 
the American team was put in quarters 
which were badly overcrowded, and so 
destructive to good discipline and Mike 
Murphy’s idea of training that they 
had to be taken from London to 
Brighton. Here, by having the ath- 
letes go up to London on the days 
when their events were decided the 
Americans overcame these obstacles in 
a fairly satisfactory manner. 

The hotel accommodations at Stock- 
holm in 1912 were such that the Ameri- 
can committee did not dare to try to 
have the team quartered ata hotel, but 
instead kept them on the steamship 
Finland out in the harbor. This ex- 
periment was not a success, and the 


it again. According to an 
unofficial announcement by Colonel 
Robert M. Thompson, who was the 
president of the American Olympic 
committee in 1912, the Americans will 
live in a tented city in BRerlin in 1916. 
Colonel Thompson's scheme is to give 
every athlete a tent not far from the 
stadium, so that the men will not only 
have plenty of room, but will live an 
outdoor life. Another part of his pro- 
Sram is to have all the cooking done 
by American chefs, so that the food, 
even including the drinking water, 
will be the same as the men are ac- 
customed to in the United States. The 
committee also plans to have this 
training camp under the management 
of United States government sanita- 
tion experts. 
College Athletes Superior. 


One of the most striking features of 
the All-American track and field team 
announced last week by James E. Sul- 
livan, secretary of the American Olym- 
pic committee, is the fact that in ten 
of the thirteen events which are com- 
mon to both the colleges and clubs the 
performers in ten of the thirteen events 
are either undergraduates of different 
colleges and schools or graduates of 
the same. This indicates a very de- 
cided superiority on the part of the 
college men. 

The three exceptions are the 2-mile 
run, in which the collegians did not 
perform up to standard, the hammer

SEWANEE FOOTBALL

Bose, has just announced the foot- 
ball dates for the Sewanee team for 
1914, Several noticeable changes are 
in the schedule, and from all] aspects 
it will be as stiff a one as the 1913 
schedule was. 

The University of Georgia will be 
layed this year, and the game will 
e the second one of the season, on 
October 10, played in Sewanee. This 
will undoubtedly be one of the hard- 
est games of the season, as the Ti- 
gers will only have a few weeks of 
practice to get in shape for this game 
with the boys from Athens. 

Instead of playing the University of 
Texas this year, a new college has 
been substituted for this date, and the 
Tigers will journey down to Jackson- 
Ville, Fla., where they will tackle the 
University of Florida on October 24. 
The balance of the schedule stands as 
it was in 1913. The date of October 
3 is still open, which is the first game 
of the season, but this game will be 
played in Sewanee with some local 
preparatory school, or possibly with 
Maryville college. 

The university is going to try out 
this year the plan of having an ath- 
letic supervisor, who will take charge 
of all athletics at the university the 
year round, and will he assistant 
coach to Mr. Harris Cope, the regular 
football coach. With this man in 
charge of the athletes the entire year, 
he will be able to Keep the football 
men in light training ail through the 
school year, and this will not make 
it so difficult for the football men to 
get into condition at the beginning 
of the season. 

It is though that this will be a great 
help to Sewanee’s success in athletics, 
as it has proved so successful at other 
colleges, and it will be given a thor- 
ough trial this year at Sewanee. The 
athletic board has not yet named their 
man, but from all reports he will be 
selected in the near future. 

The 1914 football schedule is as fol- 
lows: 

October 3—Open, at Sewanee. 

October 10—University of Georgia, 
at Sewanee. 

October 17—University of Florida, 
at Jacksonville, Fla.

The Federal league is now being 
discussed, praised and “cussed,” from 
Baraboa to Lickskillet. In reply to 
the charge of Mr. Ban Johnson, the 
Poo-Bah of the American league that 
the whole shooting match was all to 
the bunk, the Federal officials flashed 
thirty or more signed contracts of 
American and National league players 
and any dub will admit that was a 
rebuttal of considerable repute. Take 
it from an onlookey. 

The whole question resolves itself 
into a business proposition pure and 
simple. If the Federals can command 
the resources—and it lod@ks that way 
to a man up a tree—corral ight teams 
of major league caliber and make a 
schedule with not too many conflict- 
ing dates, they will launch another 
major league in this country, destined | 
to revolutionize baseball, which as it 
exists today, is the most gigantic trust 
in the universe. And the Federals 
are not “outlaws.” ‘The charge is pre- | 
posterous and absurd. 

Trener’s Fling. 

Governor Tener. who is president of 
the National league, says that from a 
sentimental standpoint alone, “organ- 
ized’’ ball will win out, because of the 
Bratitude of the American baseball | 
populace, for the great sacrifices the! 
promoters of the American and Nafton- 
al leassues have made for perfecting 
and uplifting the national game. | 
And that’s all right. But if 
Governor Tener hepes to keep his head | 
above the churning waves, he'll have 
to switch the signals and back up. 

The situation is just this: If the 
Federals furnish major “league ball, 
they will be liberally patronized and 
that’s all there is to it. Anyone who 
thinks the fans are bursting with sen- 
timental sympathy for “organized” 
ball ought to be treated for the pip 
and drenched with tea made of dog 
fennel. 

And again, sentimental juggling of 
facts and emotional and rapturous eu- 
logies of “organized” ball; caustic 
criticism and sarcasm that cuts like a 
sword, directed at the Federals, will 
not amount to a hill of beans, if the 
svu-called “outlaws,’ have the bank 
roll. Of course, it would make an 
agreeable chord in the dirge of “or- 
ganized” baseball life if consummated, 
but that is out of the question. 

The Federals must be reckoned with 
on merit and not with claptrap and 
flandoodle. That’s a cincharino cinch- 
ed through and through with ice picks.

Case to Be Appealed. 

An appeal to the higher courts will 
be taken by City Attorney Mayson, it 
is understood. 

It is said that several other sections 
of the ordinance will be attacked on 
behalf of journeymen plumbers. 

The specific charge against Barry 
was doing business without a license, 
based on Section 112 of the ordinance. 
It appears that the owner of a saloon 
asked the plumbing department of the 
city for a license to install work. in 
his place of business, but he was re- 
fused. He employed Barry, a journey- 
man plumber, to do the work. Barry 
applied for a permit, but he was re- 
fused on the ground that he had not 
secured a license. 

Barry went to work on the job with- 
out a license or a permit, and when 
the city authorities heard about it they 
made the case. 

It appears from the admissions on 
both sides that Barry went to work as 
a plumber for the owner of the build- 
ing. The owner furnished only the 
materials used by Barry in his work. 
Barry furnished only his manual labor 
as-a plumber... He did not employ oth- 
er help, nor did he take the work un- 
der contract for the entire work, but 
was employed merely working by the 
| day. 

The city plumbing inspector con- 
strued section 112 of the ordinance as

There was much comment in mili- 
tary circles as to what course would 
be pursued by General Nash following 
the governor’s decision, adverse to him 
in the Obear case. He declared that 
he could not recognize General Obear 
in office after the ist of January and 
there is much speculation as to what 
will be the relations of the two offi- 
cials, should General Nash decide to 
remain in office.

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A LFCED AUTO THIEVES 


CAPTURED AFTER DUEL 


Detective Starnes Fires Several 
Shots at Negro Who At- 
tacked Him With Knife. 


Within less than an hour after Po- 
liceman McKinney had been shot down 
and probably fatally wounded by a ne- 
gro desperado, Detective John Starnes, 
of headquarters, fought a duel with ne- 
gro automobile bandits in the shadows 
of the Atlanta theater while a per- 
formance of “Peg o’ My Heart” was in 
progress, 

Sounds of the pistol shots stirred 
the audience, as they were fired only 
a few paces distant from the entrance 
on Exchange place. Two negroes were 
captured, who gave the names of Will 
Hale and James Stewart, about 23 
years old each. 

Neither the detective nor his assail- 
ant was wounded. Starnes was at- 
tacked with a Knife, at the holder of 
which he fired four shots at close 
range. While his battle was in prog- 
‘ess, Starnes’ partner, Patrick Camp- 
bell, and A. 8S. ‘Belle Isle, of the Belle 
isle Taxicab company, were darting 
down Ivy street in hot pursuit of the 
second negro, whom they captured near 
the Equitable building, after a fight in 
which the negro was badly beaten by 
Belle Isle. 

Hale and Stewart came down Ex- 
change place. Almost directly in front 
of the theater foyer, one of the ne- 
groes, it is said, jerked the blade 
across the leather thongs binding an 
extra tire to a Hudson automobile 
standing at the curb, caught hold of 
the tire and started to run down the 
street. 

When Starnes and Campbell, who had 
been assigned to the case and were hid- 
ing close by, darted fromtheir place of 
hiding in pursuit, Hale wheeled around 
and lunged at Starnes with his knife. 
Campbell proceeded on after Stewart. 
Starnes drew his gun and fired. The 
bullet went wild, and Hale lunged a 
second time. Starnes fired three shots 
in rapid succession, at which the black 
dropped his Knife and surrendered. 

It is said that both negroes confess- 
ed to a startling number of automo- 
bile thefts. 


TAMIMANY HALL BOSS 
TRAILED BY WHITMAN 


District Attorney to Probe the 
Bank Accounts of Murphy 
and Partner. 


New York, January 24.—Officers of 
financial institutions throughout the 
state have been subpoenaed by District 
Attorney Charles S. Whitman, to fur- 
nish him the documents necessary to 
show the accounts of Charles F. Mur- 
phy, Tammany leader, James E. Gaff- 
ney, Murphy's political and business 
associate. This was learned today at 
Mr. Whitman’s office. 

The wholesale requisition plan, aimed 
at the alleged graft system involving 
state highway and barge canal con- 
tracts, includes the examination of the 
accounts of Murphy and Gaffney for 
five vears back. 

This phase of the inquiry was un- 
dertaken as a result of testimony ad- 
duced recently at the John Doe inquiry 
and before the grand jury. The work 
was begun last night, and according to 
information from Mr. Whitman's of- 
fice, the prosecutor and his assistants 
already have obtained from bank offi- 
cers important knowledge of Murphy’s 
and Gaffney's deposits. 

Mr. Whitman has learned for one 
thing, it was said, that Gaffney has 
made frequent deposits of from $5,000 
to $15,000 and that his average de- 
posits have amounted to $100,000 a 
Vear. On the other hand, Murphy’s 
accounts, it was said, showed that fre- 
quent withdrawals have ‘been made 
during two years past, - particularly 
from local banks. 

Mr. Whitman tri«d, without success, 
to have banks in New Jersey and in 
Pennsylvania furnish accounts of 
Murphy’s and Gaffney’s deposits. The 
information was refused, and the prose- 
cutor is without power to get it. The 
search for deposit accounts in this state 
is being made under a ruling of the 
courts made. at the time of the failure 
of the Carnegie Trust company, sev- 
eral years ago. 

United States Senator James O’Gor- 
man will take the stand some day this 
week at Mr. Whitman’s John Doe in- 
quiry. One result of the senator’s con- 
ference with the prosecutor yesterday, 
it is said, is that Mr. O’Gorman, ac- 
cording to reports, will substantiate 
the story told Wednesday by William 
Sulzer as a witness. 

The former governor testified that 
Senator O’Gorman told him that Gaff- 
ney was “Murphy’s chief bagman,” and 
advised him. not to appoint Gaffney 
commissioner of highways of the state. 
Senator O’Gorman told Sulzer, the lat- 
ter testified further, that Gaffney had 
tried to “hold wp” James C. Stewart, 
a millionaire contractor, the senator’s 
client, for $100,000. 


BRITISH ARMY OFFICERS 
ACCUSED OF GRAFTING 


London, January 24.—Inquiry into 
charges of graft in connection with the 
purchase of supplies for the British 
army canteens is revealing extensive 
bribery and corruption, according to 
a statement by R .D. Muir, the prose- 
cuting attorney, « fay. 

Proceedings . were resumed the 
Bow street police court today. Two 
new names were added to the list of 
those accused, Lieutenant Colonel 
Whittaker, who recently retired from 
the command of the Second battalion, 
Yorkshire Light infantry, at Malta, and 
James Ness, formerly manager at Mal- 
ta, for Lipton’s, limited. 

The list of those called before the 
court now includes nine army officers 
and nine civilians. Eight of the army 
men concernéd are in the quartermas- 
ter's department, in which the officers 
have risen from the ranks, but Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Whittaker holds a high- 
er rank than any of the others and 
was an active soldier. 

The prosecutor today said that a let- 
ter had been discovered showing that 
James Ness on behalf of the Lipton 
firm had paid Liteutenant Colonel 
Whittaker $750 for “his six monthly 
allowance under the contract. 

The prosecutor placed the responsi- 
bility for the introduction of the sys- 
tem of bribery and corruption on Arch- 
ibaid Minton, one of the civilian de- 
fendants, who, although not a direc~- 
tor of the firm, took a prominent part 
in its business.

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COUSIN OF MRS. WILSON 


FINED AS LOAN SHARK, 


Nathan Hoyt, Prominent Brok- 
, er of Rome, Fined $150 
for Usury. 


Rome, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
A sensational crusade against “loan 
Sharks” here culminated today in the 
conviction for usury of Nathan C. 
Hoyt, first cousin of Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson, and member of one of north 
Georgia’s wealthy and prominent fam- 
ilies. Testimony in the Hoyt case im- 
Plicated city officials and bank officers, 
who will be indicted by the grand jury 
next week, it is expected. Additional 
interest is loaned to this feature by 
the statement in court of Judge Moses 
Wrright Saturday that in future. he 
would fine ali convicted of usury at- 
least $500 for a first offense, and would 
send to the chaingang without the al- 
ternative of a fine all convicted of a 
second offense. 

Mr. Hoyt has for a number of years 
been prominent in business circles as 
a broker, while his family has long 
been socially prominent. Mrs. Wilson 
spent much time with the family when 
She resided here years ago while her 
father, the late Dr. Edward 8. Axson, 
was pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church here, Mrs. Wilson’s mother 
was a Miss Hoyt, a sister of N C. 
Hoyt’s father. The man convicted yes- 
terday was an applicant for the post- 
mastership at Rome, but was request- 
ed to withdraw his candidacy because 
of his relationship to Mrs. Wilson, 
which he did. He was fined $150 by 
Judge Wright, upon his promise to quit 
the money lending business, but will 
appeal the case, he states. 

Another prominent Roman caught in 
the dragnet of the law is Arthur 8. 
West, president of the West Loan and 
Trust company, director of the Coosa 
country club and popular in society 
circles. West djd not stand trial, but 
went before Judge Wright and pleaded 
Zuilty to violation of that section of 
the criminal code which prohibits the 
charging of more than 5 per cent in- 
terest per month. He was fined $100, 
the same amount was assessed 
against a third money lender, J. E. 
Robbins. All of these have agreed 
to go out of business. Other indict- 
ments are expected next week for the 
“men higher up,” or financial backers 
of the loan companies, as Judge 
Wright has announced his intention of 
breaking up the business in Rome. 
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BLOW AIMED AT ARMY 
BY GERMAN PARLIAMENT 


Deputies Pass Resolution to 
Prevent Repetition of the 
Zabern Incident. 


Berlin, January 24.—Parliament, in 
order to demonstrate its indignation 
over the recent friction between the 
military and civilians at Zabern, to- 
day adopted by a large majority a reso- 
lution demanding government action 
to prevent the use of troops against 
citizens unless at the request of civil 
authorities. 

The house, thereafter, took the first 
step toward the adoption of a law to 
prohibit such occurrences, in case the 
government should fail to act. 

A bill was introduced prohibiting 
absolutely the intervention of troops 
without a requisition and forbidding 
the use of arms by the military except 
in self-defense, to overcome actual re- 
sistance, to force the disarmament of 
armed persons, or in the arrest of fugi- 
tives. The bill was referred to a spe- 
cial committee. Another bill drafted 
by the socialists would subject mem- 
bers of the army and navy to the 
jurisdiction of the civil courts. It was 
also referred to a committee. 

The house adjourned fill January 28, 
breaking off its discussion of the im- 
perial budget as a protest against the 
absence of Imperial Chancellor Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg and the other min- 
isters during the debate.

Keynote of 


Child Protection 


In considering subjects for discus- 
sion among mothers at parent-teacher 
meetings or mothers’ classes in the 
churches, the subject of “Prevention 
As a Factor in Child Protection” should 
be carefully considered. This subject 
can easily be handled if properly di- 
Vided and carefully planned. 

A body of interested women in Au- 
burn N. Y., recently held a meeting 
which it would be well for women 
everywhere to imitate. The meeting 
was held in the form of a general dis- 
cussion, and the subject was divided 
in the following way: 

1. Prevention of infant mortality. 

2. Prevention of juvenile crime. 

3. Working for civic betterment. 

These subjects were presented to 
the meeting in the form of certain 
questions, these questions having been 
given out in advance and the persons 
having their answers prepared when 
called upon. 

Under the first 
following swbjects: 
can be prevented. (1) By a free ma- 
in every city hospital; 
(2) By better care of mothers before

the birth of the child: 
ditions of mind before the birth of a 
child; (4) Adequate wage for the 
father to prevent worrv; (5) Pure milk 
supply; (6) Educating parents: (7) 
Laws preventing marriage of the un- 
fit: (8) Making known the great dan- 
xer of soothing syrups. 

Under the head of “Prevention of 
Juvenile Crime,” the following meas- 
ures were advocated: A healthy out- 
let for children’s energies; respons!- 
bilities felt by parents; social centers; 
playgrounds; vocational schools. Un- 
der the suggestions -for civic better- 
ment, home and school gardens were 
mentioned: also an indorsement of the 
boy scout movement, of the camp- 
fire girl movement and the better keep- 
ing of lawns and backyards, as well as 
the teaching of children to ~lant trees 
and shrubs and properly care for them. 
Another subject suggested was the 
“Protection of Wild Birds.” 

These discussions were most inter- 
esting, and could not fail to prove of 
infinite value and importance to any 
community which is so fortunate as to 
possess a mothers’ club progressive 
enough to carry out some of these 
ideas.

What Montessorri Method Means : 


The growing interest which all moth- 
ers take in new methods of combining 
education and normal development in 
young children, is shown by the eager- 
ness with which every new phase of 
modern education is welcomed and 
tested. The kindergarten still holds 
the vast majority of mothers as its 
willing and devoted adherents, but the 
principles used by the Italian scientist, 
Dr. Maria Montessorri in encouraging 
individuality and in developing’ the 
minds and the habits of very young 
children in no way interfers with kind- 
ergarten plans, but is really an ampli- 
fication and elaboration of them. 

As a matter of fact, Dr. Montessorri 
has merely made a science of certain 
elucational methods which other wo- 
men, here in America, were already 
practicing. A notable evidence of this 
fact is shown in Atlanta by Mrs. Camp- 
bell, who has established the first 
Montessorri school in the city. Mrs. 
Campbell displays with pardonable 
pride a little frame on which is tacked 
a trip of cloth with large buttons and 
This frame Mrs. Camp- 


bell says she has used for thirty years 
to instruct little children in the art of 
dressing. : 

The Montessorri outfit comprises 
with it a number of these frames called 
the “dressing frames” and showing not 
only buttons and button holes, but 
hooks and eyes, lacings, and even the 
very new patent fasteners. Little 
children are taught thus every way of 
fastening their own garments and by 
other practical methods are led to per- 
form every ordinary service for them- 
selves even at the very tender age when 
most children are being served by de- 
voted mothers. 

Mrs. Campbell's school has one fea- 
ture of value, especially to busy moth- 
ers; she has no fixed hours of study, 
but little ones intrusted to her may be 
left as long as desired. This is an en- 
tirely new departure in education and 
is the best possible evidence that the 
“work” of the school room is really 
more than half play, and should be 
continued in the home. It certainly 
gives the tiny tots from 2 to 6 years, 
much needed occupation and happy em- 
ployment, and is all in accordance with 
the general principles of our Mothers 
congress.

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Everything Looks B right 
For Big Year’s Business 


Public Again Buying Stocks 
and More Activity in the 
Market—Plenty of Money 
at Easy Rates—Optimistic 
Views. 


New York, January 24.—(Special.)— 
The wonderfully successful sale of 
New York State bonds had an evident 
effect on sentiment in the security 
markets during the week, and there 
is now a general feeling close to op- 
timism in the stock marke here. Prices 
are slowly working higher, and it is 
now predicted that soon there will be 
a rapid advance. It is little short of 
a miracle—the change in sentiment 
that has been seen in the last sixty 
days. At the start of December, Wall 
street was in the depths of desponden- 
cy. Now it is in the best frame of 
mind that has been seen in five years. 
There have been a number of develop- 
ments of a favorable nature in this 
couptry to explain the improvement, 
but it is also coincident with a world- 
wide improvement in financial condi- 
tions. Until a short time ago, money 
conditions in all of Europe were very 
poor, but they are now close to good. 
During the week just closing, the stock 
market has broadened out and advanc- 
ed a little in nearly every session, with 
a few issues, most notably steel, work- 
ing materially higher. 

The public is again buying stocks, 
and the customers’ rooms of the lead- 
ing brokerage houses have taken on 
an activity they have not witnessed 
in several years. Stock exchange seats 
have worked up to $50,000 each, an ad- 
vance of $17,000 in less than a year. 
Where brokers were talking of'going 
out of business three months. ago, 
they are now talking of enlarging their 
offices. There were several adverse 
factors early in the week, but the 
market paid no attention to them. A 
generally favorable interpretation 
was given to President Wilson's anti- 
trust message. Money conditions are 
favorable to strength in the security 
markets, as both time and call rates 
_@re so low that prospective investors 
or speculators can make loans without 
difficulty and at a figure which de- 
creases the cost of buying securities. 
One of the notably strong features of 
the week, which resulted more from 
outside than general market strength, 
was New York Central]. Sinister ru- 
mors regarding plans of the govern- 
ment to bring suit against the Central 
under the Sherman Act had depressed 
the stock, but as nothing definite has 
developed to indicate such a suit, pur- 
chasers have taken heart again and 
re-bought it. 

Maney Accumulating. 

Money continues to pile up here, 
with the result that banks are actually 
looking for borrowers rather than 
waiting for demand for loans to:ma- 
terialize. There is actually an em- 
barrassment of capital due to the large 
surplus supplies. Call money has been 
under 2 per cent during the week, in 
spite of the restrictions which have 
béen placed on call borrowing by the 
leading banks. Commercial 
went down to only 4 per 
time loans were easy. The French 
bankers are taking advantage of the 
easy condition of money here and will 
draw more than the $2,000,000 gold al- 
ready taken within a week or two, ac- 
cording to report. Many banks here 
have joined the new federal reserve 
system. Not only will the Harriman 
National bank go in it, but it has 
started plans to take advantage of the 
new currency laws permitting the 
establishment of branches abroad, and 
will start connections in London, Paris 
and Berlin. 

With bids of $288,294,.00 in all for 
the $51,000,000 state bonds, meaning 
an oversubscription of over $237,000,- 
000, it was evident that for the first 
time in several years there are large 
surplus funds available for attractive 
new financing. In the past two or 
three years, there have-been just as 
attractive offers as this 4% per cent 
New York State bond issue which have 
not met with anywhere near as good 
a reception, and in certain cases, have 
not been fully subscribed. The bid for 
“all or none” by the syndicate which 
got them at 106.077 was hot only 
the best price realized for state bonds 
in years, but it means a premium of 
over $3,000,000 to the state. In con- 
sidering the high price, however, it 
must be taken into consideration that 
at the market price for the old 4 per- 
cent New oYrk bonds, the new is- 
sue had a market value of close to 110. 
The effect of the favorable reception 
of the bonds has been to quicken the 
plans of others having securities to of- 
fer, and it is expected that new fi- 
nancing of heavy proportions will be 
seen in the next four or five months. 

In one of his rare interviews, George 
J. Gould has stated that he is very 
optimistic regarding financial condi- 
tions, but he says that the situation 
depends upon what the Washington 
administration does. 

With the Railroads. 

The extension of the Boston and 
Maine $10,000,000 one year 5 per cent 
notes due February 3 to June 1 gives 
the management of the road another 
breathing space. There are another 
$17,000,000 one year notes maturing 
June 1 and a plan will be worked out 
in the meantime to take care of both 
issues. Details as to how this will be 
accomplished are not available, but it 
has been stated by those in touch with 
the road's affairs that a plan will be 
found. 

The Minneapolis and St. Louis has 
sold $2,500,000 two-year 6 per cent 
notes, the proceeds of which will go 
towards meeting a $3,000,000 note issue 
due February 1. 

The New York Central’s $30,000,000 
notes maturing March 1 have already 
been extended for a year, while it is 
understood that the $20,000,000 issue 
maturing April 1 will also be extended 
to that date in 1915. During that 
period, the new Lake Shore-Central 
mortgage will be completed and bonds 
will be ready for sale to take up ma- 
turicies.

Expect Prosperous Year. 

The improvement in. the situation in 
the steel and iron market has been 
SO great that there is now a feeling 
that 1914 will see close to a normal 
volume of business booked at prices al- 
lowing fair profits: At the present 
time, prices have advanced but little, 
while business is merely sufficient to 
cause an increase of production of 
about 10 per cent over a month ago. 
There is still idle steel-making ma- 
chinery, but when it is considered how 
much worse the industry was affected 
two and three months ago, the pres- 
ent situation leads to hopes that by 
March, when there will be some insight 
into the new crop conditions, there 
will be a liberal buying movement. 

The copper metal market is in bet- 
ter shape, with prices about % cent 
a pound above the low of the last 
month. There has been a liberal buy- 
ing movement for European consum- 
ers, but the domestic users have not 
greatly increased their purchases and 
are still operating conservatively. It 
is Known that supplies in the hands of 
consumers in this country are small 
and that more will be needed before 
the end of February, while there has 
scarcely been any buying for March 
needs. Hence, a larger demand is 
looked for during the next few weeks. 

The general course of prices in the 
wheat market has been downward 
during the week, with notably weak- 
ness for brief spells during $$ which 
large holdings were liquidated. There 
are still many on the long side who 
cannot be forced into the selling move- 
ment, however. The main bearish fac- 
tor at the time has been reports of 
favorable conditions for winter wheat 
development, with the plant in excel- 
lent shape save that snow covering is 
needed in a few places. Good weath- 
er in the belt and large receipts have 
been against corn values, though short 
covering has stopped declines from 
reaching more than moderate propor- 
tions. 

The cotton market: has been firm and 
at times strong during the week, 
though the actual advances have not 
been material. The sustaining factor 
has been the strength of the cotton 
goods market, with large sales for a 
long period ahead of goods at higher 
prices than had prevailed at the first 
of the month. There has also been a 
little improvement in the English tex- 
tile situation. Estimates of ginning of

New Orleans, January 24.—Up to 
Friday the cotton market had a good 
tone and the general tendency was_ to 
advance. Ginning returns on Friday 
were larger than expected, and turned 
the course of prices the other way. In 
the early part of the week the im- 
provement in the spot department was 
the main influence. 

The net change for the week was a 
decline of 2 to 4 points except on Janu- 
arv, which. closed 3. up. The high 
prices were made on Wednesday, and 
the low prices on Saturday. At the 
highest the trading months were 15 to 
17 points over last week’s close; at the 
lowest, they were 9 to 13 points under. 
The range was 24 to 30 points. 

Throughout the week accounts from 
the local spot market and from spot 
centers all over the south were very 
encourageing. The demand for the 
better grades was keen, and it was 
said it was growing better for the 
lower grades, which, since the first of 
the reason, have been more or less neg- 
lected. 

Prices of spots were firm at the ad- 
vance nearly everywhere, with the bet- 
ter grades selling at the highest basis 
of the season compared with futures. 
Bears claimed that the spot activity 
was chiefly the result of the covering 
of January commitment, but

Strike Would Have In- 
volved New York Central 
Under Traffic Agreement 
With Delaware\& Hudson. 


- 
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New York, January 24.—(Special.)— 
Many peovie in and out of Wall street 
are asking why the Delaware and Hud- 
son railroad suddenly decided this 
week to back down in the controversy 
which caused 5,000 of its employees 
to go out on a strike. According to 
the statement given out this week by 
lL. F. Loree, president of the com 7 
James Lynch, engineer, and © 
Slade, conductor: of a freivht train, 
were discharged last June because they 
hauled a derailed car three and one- 
half miles. As Loree put it,-“After full 
investigation by the officers of this 
company, it was found that these men 
had failed in their duty to observe the 
situation.” Considerable damage was 
done to the right of way, but what 
caused greater concern to the Dela- 
ware and Hudson management was the 
thought of what might have happened 
to a passing passenger train. Slade 
had been suspended twice and Lynch 
four times, for “running by a meeting 
point,” for “causing sideswipe  col- 
lisions,” and infringements of the 
other safety rules. 

Loree said that the two men had been 
discharged for the good of the service, 
adding that the interests of the travel- 
ing public demanded such action. Early 
this week, however, the heads of the 
various labor organizations issued a 
manifesto to the effect that unless 
Lynch and Slade were re-employed at 
once and given their back pay for 
time lost, every engineer, fireman, con- 
ductor and trainman would go out ona 
strike. 

Delaware and Hudson reluctantly 
asked that the matter be submitted 
to the federal board of mediation and 
conciliation before a strike was called. 
That request was ignored. On Monday 
morning there was a complete tie-up of 
the entire system. 


Why the Road Gave In. 


G. W. W. Hanger, of the federal 
board of mediation and conciliation, 
and James M. Lynch, of the state labor 
department, both offered their services, 
and, acting in the spirit of the times, 
Delaware and Hudson offered to arbi- 
trate the matter under the provisions 
of the Newlands act; but Martin Carey, 
vice president of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, who represented the 5,000 
striking employees, steadfastly refused 
to become a party to such an agree- 
ment. Carey held out for the re- 
employment of Lynch and Slade with 
back pay. With the strike only twelve 
hours old, Delaware and Hudson gave 
in, agreeing to reinstate the two dis- 
charged employees with back pay. 

There is not an instance on record 
where sharper lines have been drawn 
in a controversy between capital and 
organized labor. It was a clear case. 
A derailed freight car could not be 
dragged over ties for three and one- 
half miles without the knowledge of a 
watchful train crew. In order to maip- 
tain discipline necessary for the prv- 
tection of its own property and the 
lines of the traveling public the Dela- 
ware and Hudson was absolutely 
forced to discharge the two men in 
question. Yet, within a few hours 
after the fight began, the company ob- 
solutely surrendered. Why, many peo- 

le, are asked, did the Delaware and 

udson allow the clearly defined con- 
troversy to reach tne point where a 
strike was called unless the manage- 
ment of the company was willing and 
ready to make a long and winning

Loree is not to blame for Delaware 
and Hudson's demoralizing breakdown.

Like Interlocking Directorates. 


President Wilson had just such con- 
ditions in mind this week when he pro- 
posed a law preventing interlocking 
directorates. n his message to con- 
gress President Wilson said that the 
country awaits a law which “will ef- 
fectually prohibit and prevent such in- 
terlockings of the personnel of the 
directorates of great corporations— 
banks and railroads, industrial, com- 
mercial and public service bodies, as in 
effect result in making those who lend 
practically one and the same, those 
who sell, and those who buy, but the 
same persons trading with one an- 
other under different names and in 
different combinations, and those who 
affect to compete in fact partners and 
masters of the same whole field of 
business.” He then added: 

“Such a prohibition will work much 
more than a mere negative good by 
correcting the serious evils which have 
arisen, because, for example, the men 
who have been the directing spirits of 
the great investment banks have 
usurped the lace which belongs to 
independent ndustrial management 
working in its own behalf. It will open 
the field of industrial development and 
organization to scores of men who have 
been obliged to serve when their abili- 
ties entitled them to direct.” 

If Loree had had a free hand, there 
would have been a different ending to 
Delaware and Hudson’s labor troesias 

Railroad men who are in the game 
for the love of it are not opposed either 
to the proposed law preventing inter- 
locking directorates or the law giving 
the interstate commerce commission 
power to regulate railway securities. 
There is a strong feeling, however, that 
if the government is to assume more 
power in regulating the railroads, 
something should be done to keep the 
railroads from being pulled and hauled 
in forty-eight different directions. This 
is the way George Gould put it this 
week in discussing President Wilson’s 
message: 

“I would much prefer to have the 
issuance of securities regulated by the 
interstate commerce commission than 
by a large number of state commis- 
sions.” 

In a straight, old-fashioned banking 
transaction Kuhn, Loeb & Co. were the 
successful bidders this week for .the 
$51,000,000 1-2 per cent fifty-year 
New York state bonds, and it would 
be difficult to overestimate the encour- 
agement Wall street received from that 
highly successful offering.

INVOLVE MILLIONS 


Present Congress Likely to 
Pass Measure to Pay These 
Claims— Many Georgia 
Churches Interested.

-Washington, January 24.—(Special.) 
Among the probable accomplishments 
ef the sixty-third congress, which 
promises to distinguish itself as a do- 
something congress, is the passage of 
an omnibus war claims bill. Numerous 
war claims which were long ago found 
just by the court of claims of the 
United States have hung in the alr be- 
cause of crassnesses and procrastina- 
tions in one house or the other. One 
congress after congress has seen the 
bill begin very well and break down 
in the middle. The prospect for enact- 
ment by this congress is regarded by 
the friends of the measureas distinctly 
assuring. . 

The house passed the bill before the 
holidays, and the senate claims com- 
mittee has got down to earnest work 
on’ the measure, with a subcommittee, 
consisting of Messrs. Bryan, of Florida;

The: full .committee has just taken 
action of signal importance intended 
to obviate one of the worst difficulties 
hithero encountered by the advocates 
of omnibus war claims bills. The an- 
cient thorn is the French spoliation 
claims, which are invariably added on 
to kill the civil war claims. On mo- 
tion of Senator Robinson, the commit- 
tee has agreed to consider all claims 
on their merits, without regard to 
laches, except where the court of claims 
has found the laches inexcusable, and 
to report a war claims bill separate 
from all others. The view of the com- 
mittee with respect to the character 
of claims was made even more positive 
when, on motion of Senator Martin, of 
Virginia, it was agreed that all other 
than war claims should be reported in 
a@ separate omnibus claims bill. Thus 
it is intended to place all claims upon 
an equal footing before the lawmakers, 
but to segregate the war claims in a 
class covered by war claims statutes. 

Many Millions Involved. 

While congress is considering the 
omnibus war claims bill the court of 
claims has under advisement a ques- 
tion recently argued which is regarded 
by government and claim lawyers as 
the most important ever presented to 
that tribunal in nearly stxty years 
of its existence. It is a question of 
jurisdiction as to certain war claims. 
These the government attorneys insist 
belong to a class never within the con- 


'templation of congress when laws were 


passed to reimburse loyal citizens for 
property—stores and supplies—used by 
the army inthe “enemy's country.” To 
admit such a jurisdiction over claims 
for use, occupation, damage and de- 
struction of property by the army and 
navy regarded as a necessary incident 
of the suppression of the civil war 
would require the court to go into the 
“investigation of every kind and char- 
acter of claims for the use, occupa- 
tion, dagmage and destruction of prop- 
erty by the army and navy proper dur- 
ing the ur years’ period of the civil 
War.” 

Such a construction, the government 
argues, would be an express invitation 
to flood congress and the court of

eral war claims acts were passed that 
it was determined not to open the 
dcors of jurisdiction nor the treasury 
vaults to claims for use, occupation, 
damage or destruction of enemy’s 
roperty in eénemy’s territory by the 
Jnited States army. 


No Payment for Property Destroyed. 

Finally, the government § asserts, 
that to admit jurisdiction to such a 
class of claims would be contrary to 
all international law, as no victorious 
nation ever paid the enemy for use 
occupation, damage or destruction o 
the enemy’s property ia the enemy’s 
territory. It is to assume that the 
government has consented to be sued 
on such claims when the court has 
been expressly inhibited from any such 
jurisdiction. 

Several cases of claims involve the 
Same question of jurisdiction. They 
are: Frances A. Lacey and William B. 
Lacey, heirs of W. B. Lacey, eceased, 
for property taken in Alexandfia coun- 
ty, Virginia; Lewis E. Parsons. for 
property damaged in Talladega county, 
Alabama; Asa Faulkner, for the de- 
struction of a cotton mill in White 
county, Tennessee; Susannah B. 
Marsh, for real estate damaged at 
Charleston, S. C., and the Hibernia 
Bank and Trust company of New Or- 
leans, for money seized as to the “cred- 
it of an enemy of the United States.” 
The aggregate amount involved in 
these claims is about $162,000.. In the 
Lacey and Parsons cases the court has 
found for the claimants, put in amounts 
less than their claims, and the govern- 
ment has asked for a new trial. In 


the others the government filed mo- 
aoe to dismiss for want of jurisdic- 
tion. 

These cases, which were referred to 
the court under the Tucker act, were 
argued together, the claimants’ law- 
yers pooling issues. The claimants’ at- 
torneys take the bold position that the 
court has already taken jurisdiction 
of thousands of claims for the usé, 
appropriation, destruction and damage 
of property in insurrectionary as well 
as ldyal states, arising under a wide 
variety of conditions. They argue that 
laws passed prior to the Bowman and 
Tucker acts were so defective as to 
bring about these very statutes, such

The reports,of various committees of 
the houses of congress are quoted to 
show that congress was well aware of 
the very broad jurisdiction conferred 
upon the court of claims by the Tucker 
act. It is also asserted that in the 
sixty-first congress, when the judicial 
code was reported to the senate, sit 
contained, as it passed that body, what 
was a section taken from the Bowman 
act, which excluded claims for dam- 
age to property during the war for the 
suppression of the rebellion, but that 
in conference this senate provision was 
stricken out, because “it would qualify 
the Tucker act and so change existing 
law, and would remove from the court 
of claims a large number of claims of 
which it was given jurisdiction by the 
Tucker act.”

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GOETHALS MOVED 
BY MRS. ROOSEVELT 


To Pass Up Canal Zone! 
Governorship for Head of 
New York Police--Alleged 
Goethals Will Accept. 


New York, January 24.—If Colonel 
George W. Goethals should be offered 
the position of governor of the canal 
zone by President Wilson he will not 
accept. 

This is the. interpretation Mayor John 
Purroy Mitchel placed today on Colonel 
Goethaits’ present attitude toward the 
police comrnissionership of this city, 
which has been tendered him: 

“If language means anything,” said 
the mayor, “Colonel Goethals will be- 
come police commissioner of New York 
city, provided two conditions, which 
he imposes, are fulfilled. I expect these 
conditions to be realized.” 

Mayor May Ge to See Wilson. 

The mayor added that, if occasion 
demanded, he would go to Washington. 
to see President Wilson, and that he 
expected at any rate to get in touch 
with the president shortly. 

He had no official knowledge, he 
said, of any intention on the part of 
the president to offer Colonel Goethals 
the governorship of the canal zone, 
but he did expect that the president 
would grant the colonel’s proposed re- 
quest for retirement from the army. 
This he intimated would be the sub- 
ject to be taken up with the president. 

The two conditions imposed by Colo- 
nel Goethals are his retirement from 
the army and the enactment of legisla- 
tion which will give the police com- 
missioner power to remove subordi- 
nates without court review. 

Mayor Mitchel was in conference 
with counsel today preparing a bill 
to be submitted to the state legislature 
the police commissioner the 
power Colonel Goethals desires. He 
called Lieutenant Goverror Wagener 
into conference and received assur- 
ances from’ him that the bill would 
have the support of the administration 
at Albany. 

Mrs. Roosevelt Had a Hand. 

The fact that Colonel George W. 
Goethals was willing to entertain un- 
der certain conditions a proposal to 
accept the police commissionership of 
New York city is said to have been due 
to Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, wife of 
the former president, more than to any 
one else. 

Colonel Goethals was first ap- 
proached on the subject by Mayor 
John Purroy Mitchel. No direct of- 
fer was made, but the colonel made 
it known: that he would not accept. 
Mrs. Roosevelt visited Panama soon 
after Mavor Mitchel left, and, it is said, 
learned that Colonel Goethals was con- 
sidering the tentative offer made to 
him by the mayor. 

Mrs. Roosevelt at once became in- 
terested and _ talked with Colonel 
Goethals about the New York police 
department, recalling Mr. Roosevelt's 
experiences when he was commissioner. 
She urged the colonel to reconsider his 
determination. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. Goethals 
also discussed the matter. Mrs. 
Goethals, it is understood, is anxious to 
leave Panama for good and told Mrs. 
Roosevelt so, and it was on her sug- 
gestion that Mayor Mitchel was urged 
to send an emissary to Colonel 
Goethals. Mrs. Goethals came to New 
York on the same steamship with Mrs. 
Roosevelt when the latter returned

Another condition named 
Colonel Goethals was that he be re- 
tired from the army, in which he has 
served thirty-four years. 

The publication of Colonel Goethals’ 
letter drew from Washington the 
statement that it was the understand- 
ing that President Wilson had Jong, 
intended to appoint the builder of the 
canal as first governor of the canal 
zone. 

In discussing this reported intention 
of President Tilson to name Colone! 
(joethals head of the new Panama 
government, Limdley M. Garrison, sec- 
retary of war, who is in New York to- 
day, said that the understanding in 
Washington was in accord with his 
idea of the situation. He had always 
supposed, he said, that Colonel Goethals 
would be appointed governor of ihe 
canal zone and believed that he would 
prefer to remain in Panama as long 
as he could be of service there.

° TERMED DANGEROUS 


Teat Tells Senate Committee 
Bill Will Be Bad for Men 
and Bad for Roads. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 24.—(Special.) 
In analyzing the workmen’s compensa- 
tion bill before the senate judiciary 
subcommittee, Hardy O. Teat, of At- 
lanta, representing the men in train 
service, predicted that, if adopted, the 
measure would lead to laxity in regard 
to safety of operation of trains. 

“Under the present liability laws the 
railroads strain every nerve to main- 
tain better tracks, better rolling stock, 
better safety appliances and to employ 
the best men to prevent accidents, for 
accidents are expensive,” he said. “If 
the scale of payments provided in this 
bill is adopted, there will be a letting 
down in this regard. 

“Those who are favoring this bill say 
that the railroads paid out $13,000,000 
during 1910 as compensation for in- 
juries. It is contended that only one- 
half of this amount went to the persons 
injured or their representatives, and the 
rest went to pay lawyers and court 
costs. 

Prejudice Against U. 8S. Courts. 

“It is claimed that under the Suth- 
erland bill $18,000,000 would have been 
paid directly to the claimant. How do 
they know this? Nobody can say how 
much would have been paid upon the 


reports of the adjusters. Under the pres- 
ent law twelve of his countrymen 
would have passed upon the merits of 
the case, but under the new law, an 
adjuster named by the federal court 
would decide what was proper compen- 
sation. 

“There is no disguising the fact that 
there is a strong prejudice against the 
federal courts. Many people want to 
stay as far away from them as possible. 
We have found we cannot get justice 
through the federal courts, and we 
have had reason to know because the 
railroads wherever possible transfer 
their cases to the federal courts. 

“In providing this exclusive rem- 
eay for injured employees, in place 
of the right of suit either in his own 
. home or where the accident occurred, 
all the remedy must come through the 
federal courts. Under this new law, 
a suit may be brought by an injured 
man or his beneficiary to test the 
fairness of the adjustee’s award. But 
think of the expense involved for the 
plaintiff. He would have to bring his 
witnesses to the state where the ac- 
cident occurred, and ,maintain them 
there during the trial. Few could 
* stand this expense. 

Power of the Adjuster. 

“Then, when an adjuster makes an 
award, he may continue to examine 
the injured person at intervals, and 
could change the award or stop pay- 
ments at any time. ‘He is given more 
power than the federal judge himself. 
Supporters of this bill claim these 
payments would continue even shvuld 
he recover sufficiently to take another 
job. But there is no assurance of this, 
since the adjuster is given. such 
sweeping authority to amend his orig- 
inal award and cut payments, or even 
to suspend them entirely if the in- 
jured man takes another job. The 
employee has no guarantee of any- 
thing. There would be more claims 
barred by the statute of limitations 
than would ever be settled, owing to 
the difficulty of getting to the ad- 
juster. 

“This.is—a most deceptive bill. It 
is full of jokers. Its real purpose is 
not stated on its face.” 


FRANK DIXON TO SPEAK 
AT TABERNACLE MONDAY

Frank Dixon, the eminent orator and 
leoturer, will deliver an address at the 
Baptist Tabernacle tomorrow evening, 
inder Alkahest Lyceum auspices, on 
the subject of “An Outgrown Consti- 
tution.”’ , 

Mr. Dixon, who is a North Caro- 
linian, has ‘been recognized for ten 
vears past as one of the most bDril- 
liant and powerful lecturers on the 
American platform. The address that 
Mr. Dixon will deliver in Atlanta deals 
with modern political and *conomic 
conditions in this country. He takes 
the view that since the national con- 
stitution was adopted in the United 
States the face of the world has 
changed. The conditions to which it 
was supposed to answer nowhere exist. 
The governments of the world have 
undergone transformations so radical 
that history scarcely retains its land- 
marks. Wherever the spirit of democ- 
racy asserts itself in the old world, 
and men seek models for free institu- 
tions, they do not adopt American 
forms. A eonstitution is merely an 
instrument for expressing the politi- 
cal convictions of a people and should 
be flexible as their needs. Its sanctity 
is determined wholly by its usefulness. 

Mr. Dixon believes that the United 
States-should have a new constitution, 
a fundamental law that embodies fun- 
damental convictions, but that serves 
the deliberate purposes of the present 
time. 


15 CARS OF MIXED FEED 
ARE SEIZED BY METHVIN 


Pure Food Inspector P. A. Methvin, 
who is on the trail of those manufac- 
turers who attempt to sell in Georgia 
feedstuff adulterated, misbranded = or 
otherwise in conflict with the feed 
laws of poe state, has just turned over 
to the sheriff fifteen carloads of 
nixed feed which did not meet the 
states requirements. 

in speaking of this matter at the 

capitol, Mr. Methvin said: “‘There are 
any number of mixed feed manufac- 
turers who think they can take $8 
worth of straw, chaff or anything” else 
and put enough cottonseed meal in it 
to bring the protein content up to the 
required standard and sell it in 
Georgia as a mixed feed for $50 a ton. 

“We think the cottonseed meal which 
is acknowledged to be one of the best 
and least expensive cattle feed on the 
market, is the only thing in it that is 
worth the money. We have just seized 
fifteen cars of mixed feed in Atlanta 
which did not meet the requirements 
of the pure feed law. We are making 
these seizures all over the state for we 
are determined that cattle raisers who 
are doing so much for the live stock 
industry shall not be bilked by useless 
western feeds. More and more the 
cattle raisers in Georgia and through- 
out the state are mixing their own feed 
and get better results at a great deal 
less cost.

° Mrs. Bolling Jones is faithful and 
earnest in her work of co-operation 
with the general federation, and should 
- receive the encouragement of the 

clubs: 

“Dear Madam President: Your club 
is now a member of your state fed- 
eration. We are writing to ask .you 
to consider seriously the question of 
joining the general federation. | 

“Tt is true that through your state 
you have an indirect connection with 
the central organization, but it is not 
close and vital, and you give nothing 
in’ return. The’ general federation 
earnestly desires to have every club 
in direct membership, and thus bind 
together all the club women of our 
great country in a sisterhood of love 
and service. It is already the most 
powerful organization of women in the 
world, with a membership of nearly 
1,000,000. It reaches into every state 
in the union: it .furnishes .programe 
for study to increase the intelligence 
and efficiency of the individual; it 
suggeets plans and policies for the 
betterment of local conditions; it 
spreads information in regard to the 
great questions of the day; it is uni- 
fying the aspirations and ideals of 
our women; it is an increasing force 
for righteousness in public and private 
life. 

“The membership fee is only 10 cents 
per capita. We know of no other na- 
tional society that asks so little from 
its local branches. The general fed- 
eration, however, wishes to be demo- 
cratic and hence puts the fee so low 
that no club can truthfully say: ‘I 
‘can’t afford it.’ 

. “Membership entitles you to. send 
delegates to the biennial meetings, 
but the best thing that will come to 
you will be the broadening of the ho- 
rizon from the contemplation of na- 
tional questions, and from the inspira- 
tion of knowing that you are a vital 
part of this great, wonderful General 

Federation of Women's Clubs.

The little boys, Ben, 
Faris and O’Neil, had just bullt a dam 
in a brook down in the hollow and in- 
stalled a “flutter mill’ (made by 
Boyce), so I let them go down to work 
for the “Tallulah alls Industrial 
School Power company.” After dinner 
Grady, Faris and Edwin § did their 
laundry work (all without any sugges- 
tion from me), while the other little 
boys scoured the kitchen and the big 
ones laid a drain.

In an issue of The Constitution reporting 
this transaction was a dispatch touching the 
general tone of the stock and bond market 
in New York city. 

It related that there was more activity in 
stocks, a greater demand for bonds, and a 
more faithful semblance to a bull market 
than in years. 

The symptoms are unmistakable. 

The nation is facing the sunrise of pros- 
perity. 

The most recent report represents that 
70 per cent of the national banking capital 
of the country has applied for membership 
in the new currency organization. 

Cities in every part of the country are in 
keen competition for the prestige of furnish- 
ing locations for regional banks. 
~» Orders for iron and steel are creeping 
back toward normal proportions. 

What does all this mean? 

Two things: 

(1) That the tariff and currency bills are 
the most healthful surgery undertaken since 
the civil war; that the public demanded it, 
and that its beneficent effect is even now 
visible, though it must be months before the 
new currency system is in operation. 

(2) That “big” business and business of 
every description implicitly believes Presi- 
dent Wilson’s reassurances, that it signs 
with him a peace pact in good faith; that it 
has no fear whatever of the gradual read- 
justment to follow anti-trust legislation. 

These events are epochal. 

The bases of prosperity are wholly sound, 
peculiarly so in Georgia. 

“ The one factor needed, confidence, is 
present in abundance. 

_. All of which ‘goes to show that 1914 is to 
be a year of bumper prosperity. 


TAFT ON DEMAGOGUES. 

In a recent speech delivered at Philadel- 
phia former President Taft used some heavy 
whacks on a few of our modern political 
fads and heresies. He was principally agi- 
tated over the fanatical movement toward 
a “purer democracy,” although he did not 
omit to lay lusty blows on the backs of the 
demagogues. 

Mr. Taft is justified in denouncing those 
impractical beings who promise the people 
everything, but who are incapable of distin- 
guishing between “what is practical and 
what is luring but deceitful in its promise.” 
Our age of strange unrest has given birth to 
a multitude of reformers with an instanta- 
: neous specific for every ill of the bodies 
ye ‘politic and economic, whether it dates from 
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roam the land and declaim that “pure de- 
mocracy” is the solution of all our troubles, 
the cure for graft, the antidote for ineffi- 
ciency, the nostrum for poverty and failure 
and every other ailment to which human fal- 
libilty is heir. | 

One mighty trouble is that the dema- 
gogue has taken advantage of the uncertain- 
ties of an era of readjustment to promise all 
that is impossible and illusive. Instead of 
encouraging citizens to think, read and in- 
vestigate for themselves, they kindly take 
over these tasks themselves, and invent glib 
formulas, chief among which is a disman- 
tling of our system of representative gov- 
ernment. 

It is only when men with the backbone 
of Mr. Taft bring us squarely up against the 
truth that we realize how far we have 
drifted from the old constitutional safe- 
guards, fashioned to secure progress with 
as great a degree of facility as is compatible 
with permanency. In our occasional craving 
for a “pure democracy” we are in danger of 
forgetting that such a form of government 
has never endured in all history when ap- 
plied to a nation of any consequence. We 
forget that to govern and govern effectively 
men must be trained as for the learned pro- 
fessions. Yet some men who would not 
dream of pleading their own case in court, 
or treating their own illness, or telling the 
dortor how to do so, do not hesitate to be- 
lieve that the infinitely more intricate job 
of government can be administered by 
quack theories. 


BUYING WHAT WE WANT. 

Establishing a connection between indi- 
vidual extravagance and the high cost of 
living in this country, the American Society 
for Thrift has inaugurated a propaganda 
looking to the encouragement of genuine 
conservation. Simon W. Straus, a promi- 
nent business man of New York, is president 
of the society, and its officers and organiza- 
tion committee include many of the most 
prominent college presidents and social 
workers in America. 

The first bulletin of the society is based, 
very logically, upon a resolution in the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Grocers, deplor- 
ing the prodigal tendencies of the times, and 
recommending measures to combat them. 

It is true that we are a lavish nation. 
We have become rich quickly. And just as 
individuals do who have had such good for- 
tune, we have developed into reckless 
“spenders.” Great wealth and high wages, 
the spreading of the fallacy that our natural 
resources of the soil and forests and mines 
are inexhaustible, have tempted us to an 
exuberant scale of living. 

The difference is readily seen in the 
countries of the old and the new 
world. In the old world fortune 
comes slowly. Barriers exist and op- 
portunities are denied in a manner un- 
known in America. The man in modest 
walks of life, therefore, is schooled in careful 
expenditure. He has studied the gospel of 
efficiency. He knows how to utilize what we 
call waste. His wife does not insist upon 
the richest:cuts of the beef. In France 
people making a good appearance can live 
on what we in this country discard. 

All this is not a plea for niggardliness or 
parsimony. It is a plea for science in living, 
for ordinary care in expenditure. The peo- 
ple of New England and the east generally 
have much less to learn of the doctrine than 
we of the south. In New England they swear 
by the savings bank. In the south, while 
we increasingly patronize the savings bank 
and other small investments, our per capita 
showing is incomparably less than that in 
other sections of the country. Something of 
this is due, of course, to the great handicap 
of the civil war and reconstruction. But 
surely we have put these specters suffi- 
ciently in the background to invoke them 
less as an excuse for extravagance. 

Ferrero, the Italian historian, 
cently that America’s greatest and most 
dangerous fault was an obsession for quan- 
tity, for huge showing, as against quality. 
That is true, and it is a fault against which 
we as a nation need to contend. 

In. America everybody “wants what he 
wants when he wants it,” and straightway 
gets it. Our ancestors were content to wait 
until they could pay the freight. That’s one 
difference between thrift and a heaven- 
kissing cost of living. 


BOTH PROFIT BY THE CHANGE. 


“Peg o’ My Heart,” which has just con- 
cluded a week’s phenomenal run at the 
Atlanta theater, proves again the soundness 
of The Constitution’s contention that theat- 
rical attractions succeed nowadays only as 
they give the theater-going public the worth 
of its money. Klaw & Erlanger announced 
some time ago that the evolution of the 
drama and the growth of Atlanta as a patron 
of the theater justified them in making 
Atlanta a one-week stand with many of 
their attractions. “The Blue Bird,” splen- 
didly staged and acted, demonstrated that 
Atlanta will support at good prices shows that 
are good. “Peg’’ has clinched that demon- 
stration. A wholesome romance, as fra- 
grant and clean as a springtime dawn, it 
drew immense audiences every night, with 
the two usual matinees and an extra one to 
accommodate the demand. 

We have come to a new era in the show 
world. In the old days, with competition 
' sluggish, the public had to take what was 
offered. With more or less cheerfulness it 
submitted to being “held up” for $2 admis- 
sion to an attraction worth 50 cents. 

Now we: have the vaudeville, the stock 
companies and the democratic “movies.” The 
shoddy burlesque hikes to its own theater. 
The standard attractions go to the high- 
grade house. If they charge extortionate 
rates they play to empty houses. 

They say that the theatrical promoter 
has “commercialized” art. Maybe he has. 
But he has introduced into a realm where it 
was heretofore rare the element of square 
dealing with the public, and both the public 
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and the stage is profiting by the change. 
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CUPID SET FREE. 

Judge F. C. Eschweiler, of the circuit 
court of Wisconsin, has declared the new 
eugenic law of that state to be void and 
unenforceable. He says it is unreasonable 
80 far as the sum asked for physicians’ fees 
is concerned, and that it imposed an impos- 
sible requirement to qualification for matri- 
mony. 

. This marks the beginning of the end of 
the farce. The legislature of Wisconsin was 


waited upon by many doctrinaires and fad-’ 


dists who were of the opinions that the 
honest mistakes of our progenitors, stretch- 
ing over the centuries, could be rectified in 
jig time. They passed a law to the effect 
that no one could contract a marriage with- 
out obtaining from a‘physician a certificate 
of physical perfection. The certificate en- 
tailed physical tests that extended over a 
period of six or seven months and that cost 
the physicians from $25 to $75. For this 
service the doctors were restricted to $3. 
In other words, any person wishing to get 
married would have to wait half a year and 
undergo a humiliating inquisition at the 
hands of scientists. 

As soon as the provisions of the law be- 
came known the old “common law” mar- 
riage was revived. Under its terms anyone 
could contract marriage by entering into a 
verbal agreement before witnesses. Of 
course this arrangement left all sorts of 
leeway for clandestine marriages and elope- 
ments, and opened the door to conditions 
beside which the regulations of the old days 
were idyllic. 

In the meantime, whatever chance the 
sounder principles of eugenics had of ob- 
taining public favor and headway were 
smothered under the storm of prejudice that 
Sprung up on the heels of the parody en- 
acted by the legislature. That folly has 
now been undone by thé courts, and it is 
assumed that people in Wisconsin will keep 
on marrying and giving in marriage as they 
did before dense and unthoughted inter- 
ference. 

Cupid has been set free in Wisconsin. 
The next time the legislature sets about 
chaining him up it had best take cognizance 
of common sense as well as of high-blown 
theorists and fanatics. 


THE KING LIKE OTHER FOLKS. 

The United States circuits court of ap- 
peals in New York has handed down the 
decision that was to have been expected in 
the case of Edward F. Mylius, the Belgian 
journalist accused of libelling King George. 
Mylius, it will be»eremembered, published an 
article to the effect that George, when 
Prince of Wales, had contracted a morgan- 
atic marriage with the daughter of Admiral 
Seymour. He was brought to book in the 
British courts and served a year’s sentence 
for his offense. He tried to enter this coun- 
try and was ordered deported by the depart- 
ment of commerce on the ground that his 
crime constituted “moral turpitude.” 

Mylius appealed, and after tedious litiga- 
tion, has the satisfaction of finding himself 
vindicated, from the legal point of view, at 
least. The court holds that if the conten- 
tion of the British government or of our 
own had been that any sort of criminal libel 
involves moral turpitude, it would have had 
no recourse other than to uphold the ruling 
of the department of commerce. But, it ap- 
pears, the department took its stand on the 
ground that whereas Mylius could have ut- 
tered a defamatory libel “against a field 
laborer in Devon or a street sweeper in 
London,” without committing moral. turpi- 
tude, the same rule did not apply to libel 
uttered against a king. 

The American court deriies this premise 
and lays down a decision in entire accord- 
ance with American ideals, which run to 
the effect that before the law all men are 
equal, rank operating neither to penalize nor 
exempt them. The court could not very 
well have ruled otherwise, and subscribed 
to the common-sense notions that prevail in 
this country. The attempt to gauge the 
offense by the standing of the person 
against whom it was directed was, patently, 
as the court says, defensible neither “in law 
nor ethics.” 


OUR IDLE VICE PRESIDENTS. 

The Brooklyn (N. Y.) Eagle is the latest 
newspaper to commiserate the idleness of 
our vice presidents. ‘Vice President Mar- 
shall,” it says editorially, “would not wish 
for any boy that he might become second 
place man on a victorious party ticket. He 
is trying contingent greatness and it doesn’t 
agree with him, as all his efforts not to be 
forgotten must indicate to the meanest in- 
telligence.” 

As a nation, we are rather unimaginative 
where our vice presidents are concerned. As 
nominees, they are generally chosen at the 
fag end of national party conventions, when 
everybody is tired out from the wrangles 
and uncertainties of selecting a presidential 
nominee and the spirit of compromise is 
strong in the air. As a rule, the vice presi- 
dential nominee is selected not so much 
from a point of view of personal fitness, as 
from geographical or financial considera- 
tions. It is doubtful if the nominating com- 
mittees or the delegates ever pause to con- 
sider the contingency should the president 
die, or just what. figure the vice president 
would make in such a contingency. He is 
a political accident, pure and simple. 

It has been suggested that the vice presi- 
dents be lifted out of their customary ob- 
scurity by being given the standing of a 
cabinet officer, eligible to participate in 
cabinet discussions with the president and 
assigned some definite duty aside from the 
merely mechanical one of presiding over the 
senate. It will be remembered that rumor 
represented President Wilson as harboring 
the intention to designate Mr. Marshall in 
some such capacity. But if he ever had 
such an idea he changed his mind. 

“Contingent greatness” undoubtedly is 
wearing on a maf of aggressiveness and 
positive qualities. It is to be hoped that 
some day we will find some use for our 
vice presidents other than that of a merely 
mechanical nature. 3

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THE MARVEL OF RADIUM — 
"AND ITS WONDERFUL WORK

Almost daily one reads in the newspapers 
about radium, about its scarcity, its costli- 
ness and its wonderful possibilities of curing 
cancer. 

Since the discovery of radium scientists 
have been endeavoring to discover its mys- 
terious properties. Over a thousand disser- 
tations and books have been written on the 
subject, which is so interesting and fascinat- 
ing and full of promise of furnishing aid 
to the sorely afflicted. It has been shown 
that radium is capable of curing other dis- 
eases besides cancer. Substances have been 
discovered, possessing similar properties to 
radium, which are more plentiful and 
cheaper. 

One would‘have to be a physicist, a chem- 
ist and a physician to master the entire 
subject of radium and radioactive substances. 
In spite of this there are many things bear- 
ing upon this topic, which, if stripped of 
their ultrascientific aspect, would make very 
interesting reading and enrich one’s infor- 
mation. This task I will endeavor to ac- 
complish in a short, comprehensive manner: 

The Discovery of Radium. 

In the year 1896 Roentgen made his 
world-famous discovery of the X-ray. He 
found that certain rays, invisible to the eye, 
are able to penetrate dense. opaque sub- 
stances heretofore considered impermeable to 
the eyesight. These Roentgen or X-rays are 
accompanied by fluorescence (gleaming) in 
the X-ray tube. 

Many assumed that there must be some 
connection between these invisible, rays and 
the gleaming, and experiments were made to 
discover similar rays in various fluorescent 
substances. Although the assumption that 
the X-ray issues from the fluorescence prov- 
éd to be fallacious, it was the means of dis- 
covering new kinds of rays. 

The Frenchman, Henry Bequerel, first 
tested the fluorescent uranium salts and al- 
ready in 1896—the year of the discovery of 
the X-ray—he was able to demonstrate that 
the uranium salts were capable of impress- 
ing a photographic plate wrapped in black 
paper. That is, he photographed the rays. 
Further experiments showed that the metal- 
lic uranium, which is not fluorescent, emits 
rays, which have no connection with fluores- 
cence. These rays were named “Bequerel” 
rays. 

In 1898 Madam Curie found that thorium 
also emits invisible’ rays. Madam Curie 
named the substances, which emit rays, like 
uranium and thorium, “radioactive.” 

Madam Curie and her husband investi- 
gated various minerals containing uranium 
as to their radioactivity and discovered the 
grayish black pitchblende of Joachimstal in 
Bohemia, to be 3% times more radioactive 
than the pure uranium. Gonsequently, the 
pitchblende must necessarily contain sub- 
stances which possess more radioactivity 
than uranium itself. Careful chemical in- 
vestigation by the two Curies demonstrated 
that there exists a new radioactive sub- 
stance foun hundred times more radioactive 
than uranium, and this they found in the 
bismuth salts eliminated from the pitch- 
blende. 

This substance Madam Curie named after 
her native land, “Polonium.’”’ 

Later on this ingenious couple found in 
the barium sediment eliminated from the 
pitchblende a new element with “enormous 
radioactivity” to which they gave the name 
of “Radium.” 

Radioactivity. 

All elements belonging to 
radium have one property in 
is, they continually give off rays. 
called radioactivity. 

Radium emits three kinds of rays. Ac- 
cording to their power of penetration, they 
are designated Alpha, Beta and Gamma rays. 
These rays constitute the curative agent of 
radium. * 

First. The alpha rays are the least pene- 
trating. They are absorbed by the skin, by 
paper, by the thin aluminum sheet and glass 
plate. They can only penetrate the air from 
three to nine centimeters. They consti- 
tute the bulk of the radium radiation. 

Second. The beta rays have a greater 
penetration. They pass through a larger 
distance in the air, can pass through paste- 
board, thick aluminum sheet and a thin 
board, but cannot penetrate denser material, 
like a sheet of iron or lead. 

Third. The gamma rays have the largest 
penetrability and are able to pass straight 
through lead one centimeter in thickness, 
through the human body and many yards of 
air space.

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Extracted From Ore. 

Radium, like gold and silver, is extracted 
from ore. It is gained by a tedious and an 
expensive process, which scientists call 
“fractional crystallization.” This complicat- 
ed process of its production and the scarcity 
of the ore make this new element so ex- 
pensive... The Austrian government, taking 
advantage of the fact that Bohemia has the 
largest deposits of radium-bearing ore, made 
a monopoly of its sale and its general adop- 
tion prohibitive. 

In the interest of humanity it is to be 
hoped that the recently discovered radium- 
bearing ore deposits in America will prove 
sufficiently plentiful to supply the _ ever- 
increasing demand of this precious sub- 
stance. 

Radium bromide, or chloride, as it is com- 
mercially known, has first a white and later 
a yellowish appearance. It luminates in the 
dark, emitting continually a vivid, scintil- 
lating light. By virtue of certain physical 
and chemical properties possessed by no 
other substance, it is classed as an entirely 
new element. The temperature in the vicinity 
of a radioactive substance is higher than 
the surrounding atmosphere. One gram of 
radium bromide generates a temperature in- 
crease of about 40 degrees Fahrenheit. It 
could be ,.used for transillumination and pho- 
tography, like the X-ray, bet for this pur- 
pose it is not as adaptable as the X-ray on 
account of the scattering and inconstancy of 
certain of its rays. 

Until the discovery of radium, the gen- 
eral opinion was that no substance can de- 
velop energy unless supplied with power or 
energy. Formerly the scientists were firmly 
convinced that an atom of an element is 
indestructible. Radium is an element that 
constantly gives off light and heat, generat- 
ing them within itself, and apparently not 
diminishing in its bulk and its properties 
It seems like a “perpetual motion.” That 
such is not the case, we shall see later. 

Radium and Cancer. 

The healing of cancer by radium appears 
contradictory; that is, it heals by destroying. 
Superficial and skin lesions are acted on and 
healed by alpha rays. In deep-seated can- 
cers and tumors, where deep penetration is 
required, the beta and gamma rays come 
into operation. Then it is necessary to 
exclude the alpha rays. We do this by 
enclosing the radium in a lead’ capsule of 
certain thickness. These beta and gamma 
rays destroy the cancerous tissue in a very 
short time. A scar is formed. The healthy 
tissue is not affected unless the dose admin- 
istered is too great. 

The radium may act on cancers in three 
different ways: If the cancer is inoperable 
it may reduce the size of the cancer so that 
it becomes operable. 

Some cancers may be entirely cured by 
radium without operation, and, thirdly, the 
cancer may be excised and radium applied 
for after-treatment to prevent a recurrence. 

While the curing of cancer by radium 
in the hands of the surgeon is a gre 
blessing, there are certain properties, pos- 
sessed by radium and a little group of other 
elements similar to radium, which open a 
wide field of therapeutic application for the 
physician treating non-surgical diseases.

The best-known radioactive 
elements are radium, mesothorium and the- 
rium. Rutherford and Sody aemonstrated 
that .these elements constantly undergo @ 
process of disintegration or transformation. 
With each disintegration a new element is 
formed, which, in a lesser degree, possesses 
the property of the mother-element, until 
they reach an end product. Each of these 
elements, thefefore, has a certain length of 
life. For instance, the life of radium is 
4,000 years; the life of thorium only tw®e 
years. 


Kmanation. 


elements have the common 
property to liberate gas. This is called 
emanation. This fact is taken advantage of 
therapeutically. An apparatus is construct- 
ed, out of which this gas is driven, the room 
Saturated with it and one or more people are 
able to breath it. There is another appa- 
ratus which contains a solution of radium 
bromide. By the use of an electric motor 
the radioactivity is driven into a receptacle 
containing water, which is drunk by patients 
or used for injection for the body to absorb 
this radioactivity. Many exeellent results 
by emanation, by the drinking of radium- 
Saturated water. or by injection, have been 
reported by great authorities and many 
physicians in gout, rheumatism. neuralgia, 
Sciatica, insomnia. etc 

This treatment, which is untversally 
adopted abroad ,is offered in Atlanta and 
four or five other large American cities, like 
New York, St. Louis, Cleveland and San 
Francisco. 

Radioactivity and emanation can be 
measured like an electric current and can 
be given intelligently in appropriate doses.

radioactivity and emanation used in the 
treatment of the diseases mentioned above. 
In one or two diseases it is even preferred 
as an injection or drinking cure and that 
is in pernicious anaemia and the dreaded 
blood disease “Leukemia.” Only recently an 
American patient paid $20,000 to Professor 
Bickel, my teacher, to come to this country 
to apply thorium rays in a case of leukemia. 

Before closing this article, I wish te 
State a very interesting fact, that is —*hat. 
there exists radioactivity in the air, thouch 
in a very minute quantity. Some places are 
known for the greater amount of radio- 
activity in the air. The air is less radio- 
active over the sea than over the land. Some 
Springs contain a large percentage of radio 
activity. Muds in certain parts of Europ: 
like in Hungary and Fango di Batagiia in 
Italy, are highly radieactive. 

In former years it could not be explained 
why certain springs or moors are curing 
the worst cases of gout, rheumatism, ete. 
The chemical examination, or the tempera- 
ture of the springs and mud baths were not 
sufficiently explanatory. The popular opin- 
ion and the medical profession attributed 
the curative powers to the spirits (Brun- 
nengelst—water spirit). Now we know that 
this power is derived from radioactivity. No 
doubt the American medical profession will 
investigate the subject and find health- 
giving radioactivity in many of our waters. 
Proof that this assertion is right is that the 
most celebrated European waters possess no 
effect, except imaginary, when transported 
to America. Radioactivity is very short 
lived and vanishes in transportation. 

For a deep-seated cancerous tumor it 
takes a larger quantity of radium than is 
Senerally available. Cancer is a curse and 
a malady alarmingly on the increase. Why 
Can not we find ways and means to secure 
more radium to fight this insidious foe of 
humanity?

THE POLICE COURT 
AND EFFICIENCY.

efficiency is the word. tesults are the 
test by which all things are judged. This 
is true not only in the field of business, 
but of government as well. And the place 
where this test is needed most is in the 
most important factor in government, its 
machinery of justice, the courts. 

The degree of efficiency in a police court 
is marked by the degree in which it wages 
successful warfare against crime. It is not 
measured by the amount of money fines col- 
lected nor in the number of days served by 
city convicts on city streets. 

A money fine is a good and useful thing in 
its place. The power of a police court to fine 
or imprison is only incident to its work of 
lessening or checking crime. Severity if often 
essential. But money or convict labor 
not. the things to be kept in view. It is the 
effect those things may be calculated to 
have on the offender to deter him and oth- 
ers like him from future violations of the 
law, that is the ultimate object of its 
work. It protects the public, if it teaches 
the offender a needed by its bur- 
den falling upon himself. A money fine is 
a wicked thing, if it drives the offender 
into the clutches of unscrupulous lenders, or 
if its burdens fall upon those entirely inno- 
cent, his wife ‘and children. No city can 
grow strong by pauperizing its coming gen- 
eration. It is also bad, if it results in an 
imprisonment, which in reality is nothing 
more than imprisonment for debt. 

These principles are fundamental. They 
express the best thought of the country. 
Governor Foss, of Massachusetts, recently 
deplored conditions existing in his state. Out 
of the 20,000 annual commitments to prison, 
at least a third went there because they 
were too poor to pay a small fine. Had they 
been possessed of any means, they would 
have escaped incarceration and the shame 
it always entails. 

If a change in this situation is to be 
wrought at all, it will depend upon the po- 
lice courts of the country. <A police court 
should never be reckoned as a source of 
revenue. Here is the glaring inconsistency 
of present practices in a nutshell, practices 
in vogue the country over. A man is fined. 
If he can pay his fine, he is released. He 
returns to freedom and no stigma attaches 
to his name. If he cannot pay the fine, he 
is sent to prison. Like as not he wears 
chains and a convict’s garb. Men cuard 
him with a gun. He is a dangerous citizen. 
This happens in spite of the fact that there 
is no real difference between the individ- 
uals fined, except their relative worldly 
standing. And this difference ig one to 
which justice declares itself to be indif- 
ferent. 

What can be expected of such methods? 
Can government survive, when the mass of 
men are persuaded that their government 
does not treat with them equally? In Mas- 
sachusetts they have passed a statute mak- 
ing it compulsory upon the judges of the 
state to ascertain the real character of 
the individual. If he has proven himself

EGINNING Sunday, February 1, The Constitution will publish serially 
the diary of the late Mrs. Livingston Mims, of Atlanta, Ga., the editor- 
ship and publication of the diary having been assigned to The 

Constitution by the executors of the estate. 

The manuscript, which has been divided into eight parts, to be used 
the eight Sundays of February and March, covers the very interesting period 
in reconstruction history beginning in 1876 and continuing through 1887. 
The first notation in the diary was made in Savannah, Ga., June 25, 1876, 


and the last. was made June 14, 1887, 


HER PICTURE OF 
RECONSTRUCTION DAYS. 


No history recorded, no ro- 
mance written, no public speech 
made since the confederate war, 
has more fully, more tolerantly 
and more temperately expressed the 
real attitude of the larger element of 
southern: people toward national life, 
after the war, than does the diary of 
this beautiful and cultured southern 
woman. Written in appreciation that 
each incident of the time marked a his- 
toric event in a new era of the south, 
yet wiih no idea of publication at that 
time nor in the future, the material in 
the diary fearlessly expresses, without 
pose or sentimentality, the real opin- 
jons and sentiments of the writer. Pol-

of the diary, Mrs. Mims noting her par- 
ticipation in the conversations which 
take place with the men assembling in 
her home—these men making the po- 
litical history of that moment.

BRIEF FAMILY 
HISTORY. 


Major and Mrs. Mims were natives of 
Mississippi, were married there in 1866 
and moved to Savannah, Ga., in 1876. 

She was a Miss Harper, her father a 
planter and scholar, and her uncle, 
Andrew Harper, the founder and edi- 
tor of The Brandon Republican, a well- 
known southern journal. She was 
educated at Dr. Savage's Episcopal 
college in Pass Christian, Miss., and 
had returned from several years’ study 


and travel in Europe when she married | 


Major Mims. He was a member of 
the Mississippi legislature before the 
war; served on the staff of General 
Joseph E. Johnston during the confed- 
eracy, and, subsequently, was the busi- 
ness partner of General Johnston at the 
close of the war. 

HIS WORK IN 

PUBLIC LIFE. 

He was an active and 
citizen, very public-spirited, the presi- 
dent of the Capital City club for twen- 
ty-one years, and was mayor of the 
city when his leadership of civic ac- 
tivities meant a new life to the city. 

The historic incidents of Mrs. Mims’ 


diary, accurately set forth, are but a 
part of its value, for though affairs 
of government may have been the all- 
absorbing topics of her early married 
life, they proved but a part-interest 
in the life of a woman who cultivated 
the talents God gave her; whose mind, 
clear and bright, was ever kept the 
worthy receptacle for the high 
thoughts of others. She responded to 
the best in life and literature, and 
every notation in her diary demon- 
g@trated this. 

She saw, and, marking only the finer 
Qualities she ‘recognized in people, 
whe studied to find the deeper, loftier 
thoughts of the people she read after.

Her growth in mind and spirit was 
accordingly continuous, a striking il- 
lustration of this in her’ study of 
George Eliot’s works.

A COMPLEX 
TIME. 


Living in the period of peculiarly 
complex interests, not only in the 
south at that period immediately after 
the war, but the world over, and at a 
period when literature and journalism 
were becoming the more generally and 
freely disseminated, Mrs. Mims indi- 
cates in her diary her appreciation of 
these conditions, her democratic in- 
terest in all things, her familiarity 
with world topics and her desire to 
discuss them. This natural interest 
of hers, her early training in an at- 
mosphere of culture and scholarship, 
her love for literature and study of it, 
were the qualities brilliantly equip- 
ping her for that social leadership 
which she and her gifted husband en- 
joyed wherever they were known. 

That they so gracefully comple- 
mented one another that the life of the 
one could not have reached its fullness 
without the other was not only charm- 
ingly illustrated in the hospitality of 
their home and in their relation to the 
life of the community, but in every 
note in Mrs. Mims’ diary. They talked 
politics together, we die together, 
they traveled toge ‘and though 
neither one lost for a moment his or 
her individuality, there was a har- 
mony of interests and tastes shared by 
them which made of them strikingly 
picturesque figures in the social life of 
their time. 

When Major Mims, to stress a point, 
quoted a passage from Shakespeare, 
Mrs. Mims followed him and would 
urge him to quote more. 


AN ARGUMENT 
OVER PORTIA. 

At dinner one evening I recall his 
| asking her to repeat certain lines from 
“The Merchant of Venice.” She did so, 
beautifully and gracefully. 

“Dear, do you think you were strong 
enough, impassioned enough, in your 
interpretation of those last lines?” he 
asked as she finished. 

Then, so cleverly she replied: 

“Portia was wise, but gentle.” 

Turning to me, she whispered: “Por- 
tia was really the new woman of her 
time. Why is it so difficult for the 
world to understand that women can 
be wise and strong and still gentle?” 

On another occasion when she was 
discussing the obligation of women 
in their various relations to life, she 
made an earnest plea for the impor- 
tance of Woman as an “adornment” to 
society. 

VIEWS ON WOMAN’S 
LEADERSHIP. 


“No woman is more looked to to car- 
ry high the standards of civilization 
than the woman who, through inheri- 
tance, superior gifts, position or 
wealth, is conspicuously placed on the 
‘world’s stage.’ She should equip her- 
self for the office, which is a high 
one, at the head of her husband’s 
hoeme—that home, perhaps, looked to 
for the shining light of the communi- 
ty’s life.” To keep foremost in the 
minds of those around her the influ- 
ences that come through literature and 
art and civic ideals, Mrs. Mims be- 
lieved to be the obligation of the wom- 
an to whom social leadership was en- 
trusted. 

She applied this belief in her own 
every-day life, in the entertainments 
over which she presided. It is a dom- 
inant note expressed through her diary 
and had most eloquent expression in 
her last will and testament, when be- 
quests were left for a bronze bust of 
the poet-philosopher—Sidney Lanier; 
for the prospective art museum: for 
the beautifying of Mims park, the lit- 
tle schoo! park named for her husband. 


OTHER BEQUESTS 
BY MRS. MIMS. 


Other gifts made by Mrs. Mims 
proved her definiteness of action and 
interest—gifts to the Associated Chari- 
ties, to the Girls’ Night school ‘and to 
the upbuilding of the First Christian 
Science church, dedicated April 2, 1899. 
Of this she was the inspiring spirit, 
the first body of Christian Scientists 
in Atlanta organizing in her drawing 
room twenty-seven years ago. 

It was then that Mrs. Mims began 
the development of that spiritual in- 
terest, in which she led and illumined 
the way for many loving followers. She 


became a member of the College 
Metaphysics of the Christian Science 


church, was oneof twowomen on the 
national lecture board, contributed to 
many publications on subjects related 
to Christian Science and was in active 
and splendid service to the cause when 
she passed into eternal life January 
31,.1913, several years after the pags- 
ing of Major Mims.

Organizations Indorsing Women 
Suffrage. 

The National American Woman Suf- 
frage association has a superintendent 
whose business it is to address socie- 
ties and try to get an indorsement of 
woman suffrage. The state woman suf- 
fragists follow the example of the na- 
tional in this respect. Mrs. William H. 
Felton, of Cartersville, has been ap- 
pointed by the Georgia Woman's Suf- 
frage association to attend to this 
work, with Miss Maggie Koch, assis- 
tant. The names of organizations in- 
dorsing follow: 

The National Single Tax league, In- 
ternational Woman’s Union Label 
league, Natfonal Purity conference, Na- 
tional Free Baptist Woman's Mission- 
ary society, United Textile Workers of 
American, Ladies of the Modern Macca- 
bees, Ladies of the Maccabees of. the 
World, National Council of Women, 
Nurses’ Association of the Pacific 
Coast, National Daughters of the Gol- 
den West, Women Workers of the Mid- 
dle West, International Council of Wo- 
men, representing twenty countries and 
upwar of 6,000,000 members; the Na- 
tional Grange, The American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and the National Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance union. The 
last named has a franchise department, 
organized in 1882, which has educated 
more women along suffrage lines than 
any other except the regular suffrage 
associations. Six southern state unions 
still refuse to take up the franchise de- 
partment, but eventually, they, too, will 
fall into line with the national and sis- 
ter state unions that were not afraid 
to follow the national in its work for 
the enfranchisement of women. 


President of Suffrage Association 
Member of W. C.-T. U. 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, in a recent 
address, said: 

“I was with the first women who 
went in the crusade. I marched with 
them out in the streets, I accompanied 
them into the saloons and I worked 
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thinking with the 
other women of the country, that by 
such means we could make men see 
what that traffic meant to the home, 
what it meant to childhood. Now, what 
has made the enthusiasm of the pres- 
ent day for the ballot? I'll tell you. 
It is because having tried all other 
forces seeking reform, the women have 
come up against a stone wall of politi- 
cal power, and there is no way to beat 
down that wall save by the power of 
the ballot. 

“What do you suppose has made the 
political powers in this country change 
their attitude to women? Do you think 
it is because they recognize their abil- 
ity more than in years gone by? Do 
you suppose they think we are wiser? 
No. It is because we have the ballot 
and are able to make political parties, 
and because we have enough now to 
decide the next presidential election in 
the United States. It is the power we 
women hold that has convinced the 
great body of politicians in this coun- 
try. 

“If the power of a few women has 
been able to do this, what will be the 
result when the political power of all 
this mass of enthusiastic womanhood 
is combined? | 

“In a recent number of Life was a 
cartoon showing an arm covered with 
a black sleeve and white cuff and com- 
ing out of it a hand, and in that hand 
a ballot. Underneath the cartoon were 
these words, ‘The Widow's Mite.’ It 
is that widow’s mite in the hands of 
the womanhood of the nation which is 
going to wake up the deep and earnest 
desire of a large part of the manhood 
of this country who are really as eager 
as the women of the land for decency 
and order, but who cannot fight the 
battle outside of the home alone any 
more than they can inside it.

people, which forbids any state to cre- 
ate special privileges, or the denial of 
equal rights to any citizen. So long 
as the state of Pennsylvania, by my 
disfranchisement, and that of all wom- 
en, repudiates the fundamental law. I 
believe it is treason against the na- 
tlonal government to voluntarily aid 
it in thus violating the “supreme law 
ef the land.”

no word in my state- 
could be construed into a 
refusal to pay any or every tax that 
is imposed upon me. l have always 
paid my taxes, but never without pro- 
testing against the tyranny and injus- 
tice of it. I will do so again, but re- 
fused to aid the government to impose 
a personal tax by making 
cifle bill of my possessions, in order 
to assist it to impose this tax upon me. 

The law upon this subject is per- 
fectly clear, even though unjust. it 
States that if the person refuses to 
fill out the bill, the assessor will do 
so. In declining I violated no law I 
but stated a principle. If there is any 
militancy involved, it is the militancy 
of the government, not mine. 

I am, and always have been, unal- 
terably opposed to militancy, believ- 
ing that nothing of permanent value 
has ever been secured by it which 
could not have been more easily ob- 
tained by peaceful methods. Even if 
Il were not on principle opposed to mil- 
itancy, as Il am, I would be opposed 
to suffragists resorting to it, on the 
mere basis of bad policy. I do not be- 
lieve there is any good to be derived 
from militancy in the suffrawe move- 
ment. It is bad tactics and would do 
more to retard the movement in this, 
and I believe any other country, than 
any organized force of anti-suffragists 
possibly could. 

I wish to state my position in re- 
gard to militancy once for all, for | 
have no time to answer misleading 
and distorted statements or editorials 
and would not do so now if it were 
not that reading the misrepresenta- 
tions some of the friends of suffrage 
are disturbed over the false reports. 

There was no more thought of mili- 
tancy in my refusal to fill a bill of 
particulars of my personal property, 
for purpose of taxation, while [ am 
disfranchised, than there was in the 
Quakers refusing, on principle, to 
fight

ABUSE THEIR PALE 


Return Privilege Is Purely a’ 
Courtesy and Should Be Ap- | 
preciated, Not Abused. 


—— =«C 


Many jobbers are complaining of the 
fact that some merchants take ad- 
vantage of the return privilege. It is 
well to remember that this returning 
of goods that have been ordered is 
purely a courtesy and should be so 
considered. 

According to the jobbers, they not 
Only suffer themselves’ but the mer- 
chants also lose through the abuse 
of this custom. They also state that 
in many -cases there is no real reason 
for these returns. 

.Confidence is a tremendous factor in 
attaining success in many more ways 
than one, 

This is the day of co-operation and 
real co-operation requires confidence as 
one of its most important essentials. 

This is particularly true as regards 
the buying of goods. First of ail, the 
buyer should have absolute confidence 
in himself and then he should receive 
the firm and loyal support and abso- 
lute backing of every employee to the 
latest clerk. 

Buyers or merchants who: do their 
own buying, study conditions and keep 
their hant! on the pulse of the buying 
public. As a resuit, they are in a 
better position to judge as to the sell- 
ing value of goods than any one else. 
If this is not true, the, buyer is not 
rising to his full. opportunities and 
should give way to someone else. 

However, it often happens—accord- 
ing to the testi ny of the jobbers— 
that a marchant o uver orders a bill 
of goods and orders them shipped to 
his place of business. When they are 
received, perheps some clerk or possi- 
bly some member of the firm, imme- 
diately criticises certain purchases and 
insists that they never will be able to 
dispose of them. 

Right then the seed of doubt is sown 
in the mind of buyer or merchant and 
all of the other employees. This is 
detrimental to the beer interests of all 
concerned. Psychology plays its part 
- business and an important part at 
that. 

It may be that the buyer or merchant 
allows himself to be influenced by this 
criticism, thinks . that there may be 
something in it and decides to return 
the goods before they have ever been 
given the selling chance they deserve 
after being ordered and shipped. 

Almost always the return of such 
goods is a mistake. Buyers and mer- 
chants do not order goods without 
careful consideration, and their first 
judgment is right nine times out of 
ten. 

To return goods for any such or 
similar cause is manifestly unfair to 
the jobbing house, as any merchant will 
admit after thinking it over, for the 
goods returned have never had an op- 
portunity of even being presented to 
‘tthe public, and consequently, their 


mined. 

In the same way, this return privi- 
lege is very often abused by the retail 
buver. As previously stated, this is 
simply a courtesy on the part of the 
merchant and should be so considered 
by the purchaser. 

The man or wome who buys an 
article in a store, has it sent home 
and then decides, for no better reason 
than a mere whim, that some other 
shade or finish might do a little bet- 
ter, is certainly taking advantage of 
a modern courteous custom. As for 
those who actually use articlos for a 
time or two and then try to return 
them, there can be but one comment. 

This return privilege is one of the 
greatest extended to modern buying 
public, but the testimony on every side 
is that it is being abused by many. 
It is to be hoped that all buyers will 
carefully consider this great conven- 
ience in its true light and will appre- 
ciate rather than abuse a courtesy 
which, if withdrawn, would undoubt- 
edly result in much bitter complaint 
on every side. 

Even the best children are easily 
spoiled. 

And may not the same be said of 
the buying public, many of whom 
cause much unnecessary trouble 
through mere thoughtlessness.

‘London, January 24.—P. Amaury Tal- 
pot, the famous and gre’ 4 British dis- 
trict commissioner in southern Ni eria, 
surely must bear a charmed life, or 
else, as some of the natives believe, be 
under the special protection of a pow- 
erful Juju, for he is back in England 
again, safe and sound, with the excep- 
tion of an old ‘“‘football-knee” that has 
required expert medical attention, in 
spite of twenty or more deliberate and 
ingenious attempts to kill him in the 
strange land of which he is overlord. 
Meanwhile he proves to have had a lot 
more adventures, and made a lot more 
discoveries than those which already 
stand to his credit. of which almost 
nothing has been allowed to get into 
the papers here. 

This proves to be because two famous 
scientific bodies, the Royal Geographi- 
cal society and the African society to 
wit, before whom Talbot is to lecture, 
are anxious to be the first in this coun- 
try to hear of his adventures, but with 
the proviso that what he said should 
be printed only in the United States, 
the intrepid young administrator and 
explorer consented to give me an ac- 
count of some of the most interesting 
of his experiences. The interview that 
follows thus will remain his only pub- 
lic statement prior to his appearance 
before the two societies mentioned. 

Onee Mighty Football Player. 

Talbot. who is 36, and still looks the 
mighty football player that he used 
to be, is now in charge of the Eket 
district of southern Nigeria where he 
has to keep something like a quarter 
of a million natives, “many of whose 
towns had never been seen by a white 
man until Ealbot first visited them, in 
something like order, with only four- 
teen native policemen to help him to 
do it. This region, by the way, is one 
of those which were drawn on most 
heavily to supply slaves for the United 
States, and the Ibibios, who inhabit it 
are said to be the most expert poison- 
ers on earth, as well as expert magi- 
cians, torturers and the practitioners 
of perhaps the most hideous blood rites 
kuown in Africa. They value human 
life, apparently, about as highly as we 
do that of the to-be-‘swatted” fly and 
until comparatively recently offered up 
rome hundreds of victims yearly—in- 
cluding children not yet in their teens 
—to appease their great Juju deities, 
two of the most terrible of which are 
named “Ita Brinyan” and “EkkKpo 
Njawhaw." 

In the Eket. district, the profession- 
sl rate for committing a murder is 
three yams, a tuber much like a giant 
otate—though one man who was 
Soaneht before Talbot, charged with 
killing somebody at the instance of a

third party—was proved to have stuck 
out for four yams before he would 
take on the job. On being assured of 
the. higher remuneration (which is 
equivalent to about 12 cents), he in- 
vited his predestined victim to go 
hunting with him in the forest. This 
invitation was accepted, and as the 
Pair was about to enter the thick bush, 
the proposer of the excursion politely 
made way for his guest to enter first, 
and when he did so, shot him dead 
through the back. 


Lives Risked at Every Turn. 


Since* they § arrived: in Eket, ten 
months ago, Talbot and his plucky 
wife and her sister, who accompany 
him on all his travels, have been ex- 
Pploring almost constantly and have 
covered something like 4,300 miles. 
Riskin their lives at nearly every 
turn, they have gazed on sights, such 
as no white person ever has seen De- 
fore, and some of their discoveries 
have come as near as anything on this 
earth can do to causing excitement 
among British scientists. 

“Some theatrical folk think them- 
selves in hard luck,” said the explorer 
dryly, “if they rehearse a few weeks 
without pay, and then find themselves 
in a short-lived ‘frost,’ but they might 
find a bit of consolation by reflecting 
on the still sadder lot of thespians 
who belong to the Awa tribe in the 
extreme western part of my district. 
There a player rehearses for seven 
years, and then, if he makes a slip 
‘on the night,’ as one might. say, it 
used to cost him his life. 

“This marionette show of the Awas, 
which no white man had ever seen 
before, consists of a complete drama 
performed by some thirty queer little 
figures about three feet high and with 
curious headdresses, some five or six 
of which are ‘on’ at one time. The 
arms, legs, heads and mouths of the 
figures move and they dare worked 
from below by natives who are screen- 
ed by blankets like the operaior of a 
Punch and Judy show. All the time

“One of the chief objects of this per-

whole years are devoted to rehearsing 
for one of these ‘productions.’ And if, 
before the coming of white rule, at 
one of them, one of the operators hap- 
pened to drop his marionette outside 
so that the women could see that it 
was really a doll instead of a god, he 
either was put to death, or soon after, 
sold into slavery. 


The “Baby Mystery.” 


“Another uncommonly queer  per- 
formance, and one that, now that I 
have discovered it, I am highly sus- 
picious about,’ Talbot went on, “is 
what I may call the ‘Baby Mystery.’ It 
takes place at Ndiya and consists in 
apparently pounding a baby to a pulp 
and brining it to life again, and if it 
is all the same baby, I have nothing to 
say, but if, as I strongly suspect, two 
babies are used in the ‘trick,’ then it is 
a thing that must be put a stop to, 
difficult, and almost impossible as this 
always is. Whenever this ‘trick’ ig to 
be performed, a child is taken from 
some woman of the tribe, who then is 
sent into the ‘bush’ away from the 
town, as the sight of what is to follow 
would surely be too much for her. The 
Ndiyas, I should explain, use a sort of 
mortar, made of the Stump of a tree, 
hollowed out,\to beat up their yams in, 
and when all is ready for the er- 
formance of the ‘baby mystery,’ which 
is given beforethe whole village, the 
infant which has been ‘borrowed’ for 
the occasion, is placed in this mortar 
and then, to all appearances, literally 
pounded to a pulp by a couple of the 
priests, who use pestles formed of 
thick clubs for the purpose. Worse is 
to come, however, for when the baby 
is apparently done for, three -native 
dancers (men) come forward, and the 
first of them partakes, or appears to 
partake, of a little of the ‘baby.’ The 
second has a litle more, while the third 
eats what is left, while the audience 
holds its breath with horror. 

“Then these three execute a weird 
dance, at the end of which, to the as- 
tonishment of all, the man who has 
apparently eaten most of the baby, 
suddenly produces the infant from 
under the robe he is wearing, the sup- 
position being that the child has been 
reborn from out of his thigh! This last 
is the only part of the trick of which 
any of our party had personal knowl- 
edge. We had arrived in the village 
unexpectedly, and Our coming put a 
stop to anything of the kind. 


May Be All a Trick. 


“The other details we have had from 
many different witnesses. It is always 
tne baby originally borrowed which i 


lis 
‘reborn’ and eventually returned to its

mother, and, of course, 1t may be alla 
trick. Fossibly the tree stump ‘mortar’ 
which is used may have a flare bot- 
tom, and the baby not be injured at all, 
wut it is difficult to resist an uneasy 
suspicion that a second baby, obtained 
in some fashion, is substituted for the 
first one and actually beaten up, and 
then the first child made to reappear, 
but as yet I have no evidence to sup- 
port this belief, and I hope it may be 
all magic at which thesetribes are all 
amazingly apt.’ 

Throughout his new domain, the dis- 
trict commissioner apparently is loved 
and hated with equal fervor. Those 
who esteem him include many native 
women whom he has saved from death 
or torture at the hand of chiefs who 
have better-halves to spare, and who 
are adepts at the refinements of tor- 
ture, Sometimes they “impale” their 
victims, frequently they leave them to 
be devoured by ants, occasionally they 
break both thighs of their own chil- 
dren in order to cause grief to the 
mothers, and, in milder cases, fill their 
wives’ eyes with pepper after beating 
them nearly to death. Others who have 
reason to be kindly disposed to Talbot 
are those he has saved from being 
sacrificed to the various Jujus, or gods, 
and !t is to the gratitude of these res- 
cued wives and natives that the com- 
missioner, in turn, frequently has owed 
_ escape from death. To many of the 

ative chieftains whose prerogatives 
the has interfered with and certain chief 
clerks whom he has brought to book 
for: wholesale ‘‘grafting’’ the commis- 
sioner’s name has the preverbial effect 
of a red rag on a bull and they have 
attempted to murder him over a score 
of times that he knows of. The details 
of one such attempt when the com- 
missioner was to be butchered at the 
conclusion of a certain trial which he 
was holding were cabled to Europe and 
printed in newspapers all over the 
world and néed not, therefore, be 
touched on here. It may be remem- 
bered that the verdict, which, according 
to native accounts, was to have been 
the signal for Talbot's destruction, 
was not pronounced, owing to the non- 
appearance of a witness, for whose 
testimony the case was adjourned; and 
the plot thus fell through. 


Made to Shoot Him. 


Twice elaborate plans have been 
made to shoot Talbot from behind 
ambuscades, once, aceording to sworn 
testimony, insults were offered him at 
a native gathering with the object of 
provoking him to some act of retalia- 
tion which was to be the signal of his 
dispatch. The attempts to poison him 
literally have been legion. Not long 
before his depatrure for Europe, the 
commissionér was warned by a grate- 
ful native that one of his most trusted 
servants who had been bribed to poison 
him some months before had refused to 
do this, but had agreed to do so on 
his last day at Eket, and the informer 
indicated where the poison was kept. 
it was, he said, in a double calabash 
in the servant's house, and there, in 
fact. a double calabash was found. It 
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contained what appeared to be a new- 
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ly-born chicken, a snake’s head and 
what Talbot declared “looked like 
brownmeat-extract” all in a highly ad- 
vanced stage of decgmposition. “A few 
drops of it in my coffee probably 
would have resulted in death on the 
voyage home, or I might,” he _ said, 
“have added another to the district 
commissioners in Africa who have been 
ruined in health for life by means of 
poison. Two neighboring commission- 
ers have recently suffered in this way. 
On my servant's wrist was found the 
scar of the ‘blood Juju’ upon which the 
latter was charged with having vowed 
to kill his master. The contents of 
the calabash are at present in rhe 
hands of the government analyst. One 
would not imagine that anyone could 
be poisoned through eating a fowl that 
he had caught in the ‘barnyard’ and 
killed himself,. but this requently 
happens, as the district doctor discov- 
ered. These natives are such experts 
in poisoning that they can poison a 
fowl so that it will kill you if you eat 
it, but without (to all appearances), 
injuring the bird itself. Dr. Foran 
found that this was done by injecting 
the poison into one of the fowl’s legs. 
It will not die until a day or perhaps 
even two days afterward, nor for some 
hours, appear any the worse, but. none 
the less the poison will kill anyone 
who takes the bird for food. 


Professional Native Poisoners. 


“Many of these professional native 
poisoners wear the nail of their third 
finger of their left hand long and al- 
Ways carry a little poison therein. On 
account of the all-prevailing dread of 
being made away with in this fashion, 
it always is etiquette in Eket for a 
host to drink first, but if he has de- 
signs on his guest it is quite easy for 
him to drink first and then, as he 
passes the loving cup alone to dip his 
third finger into it, and the trick is 
done! I might mention in passing that 
no matter how serious an offense any 
native has committed, I find it ex- 
tremely difficult to convict for it, wit- 
nesses being afraid to give evidence, 
knowing that, if they do, they Will be 
poisoned at the first opportunity.” 

One of the chief grievances that the 
denizens of Eket have against their 
commissioner is the way in which hu- 
man skuvs have gone up in price since 
he arrived. The old rate was about $5 
per skull, which was thought fairly 
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stiff, but now evervbody who wants to 
ornament his mantilepiece with one may 
have to go as high as $10 or even $15 
before he can gratify his wish. The ex- 
planation of this much-resented in- 
crease in the cost of living is that Tal- 
bot has practically put a stop to the 
digging up of corpses for the sake of 
the skulls, which used to be quite a 
thriving industry in Eket. “Working 
hard,” said Talbot, “two or tbree part- 
ners sometimes could dig up as many 
as thirty skulls and afterward they 
sold them to folk who wanted to be- 
come members of one of the various 
secret societies which exist in the 
country and to which no one who does 
not possess at least one human skull is 
eilgible for membership. So, of course, 
neither the enterprising grave robbers 
nor their customers, on whom they 
have promptly raised the rates, thank 
me for curtailing their actitivies.” 
Gevern By Sheer Bluff. 


Asked how, with only a handful 
native policemen to assist him, 
managed to govern these hundreds of 
thousands of savage natives, Talbot re- 
plied: “By white prestige, in other 
words sheer bluff! In case of need 
there are native troops to be had from 
Calabar, three days away, and the Ibi- 
bios know this. Thanks to my escape 
from various hot corners, however, as 
when I passed, a full day before I was 
expected, an ambuscade that would 
have blown me to bits, and another 
time when I whizzed by on my motor- 
cycle, with my wife in the side car, be- 
fore the intending murderers’ could 
take aim—the natives firmly believe 
that I have a powerful Juju watching 
over me, and this belief of theirs often 
stands me well in hand. 

“One of the most formidable of the 
secret societies in FEket,” Talbot con- 
tinued, “is the ‘Ekkvo Njawhaw,’ whose 
name signifies ‘Ghosts—the Destroy- 
ers, and my attention was drawn to 
the fact that it was again offering up 
human sacrifices in September last.

fragments of charred bone which she 
declared was all that was left of an 
only brother who had fallen a victim 
to one of the chiefs of the society.

and four native policemen af- 
forded, went forthwith to the head- 
quarters of Kkkpo Njawhaw, only to 
find the region, to all appearance, ab- 
solutely deserted. Its denizens, some 
of whom proved merely to have gone 
into hiding and others to seek assist- 
ance from neighboring towns, had left 
word that they had departed for a “far 
country.” In the midst of the village. 
stood one of the native drums, and the 
commissioner, among many i other 
things, is well “up” in the native 
“drum-language.” Accordingly, he or- 
dered one of his dusky henchmen to 
beat a kind of general assembly, with 
the result that the supposedly departed 
natives came tumbling, pell-mell, out 
of the bush from all sides. 

“The expression of their faces when 
they saw us was s0 comic,” declared 
Mrs. Talbot, “that we simply sat down 
and roared, though as a matter of 
fact we were at their mercy. As soon 
as we had recovered, however, my 
husband talked to the chiefs like a 
father, explaining that it would be 
much more to their advantage to come 
quietly down to court and stand their 
trial than to compel him to flood their 
eountry with soldiers from Calabar. 
and in the end they consented and 
came down under arrest.” 

To be the father of twins, Talbot 
states, is considered a disgrace in his 
region, in spite of the fact that large 
families are a national ideal to an 
extent that would delight Colonel 
Roosevelt.

No observer of European domestic 
politics denies that the reputation of 
parliament has fallen badly: and that 
it has fallen lowest in the countries 
where parliaments have unchallenged 
power. That parliaments are congest- 
ed, unproductive and unvusinesslike is 
admitted by themselves. But worse 
accusations. are made. Parliaments 
have forfeited public respect. They 
have ceased to represent nations and, 
to legislate on great affairs and have 
degenerated into machines for produc- 
ing deals and compromises -between 
the pocket interests of rival economic 
interests. Membership of parliament 
has become a salaried profession. The 
old confidential relations between 
voters and representatives has disap- 
peared. Both sides are guilty. The 
public is guilty in that it either ig- 
nores politics altogether, or treats 
them as a sport; and in either case 
neglects to keep a proper watch upon 
its members and upon parliament as 
a whole. The representatives are 
guiltv in that they do not work in the 
interests of their electors and. of the 
publie as a whole; and that they pro- 
voke public indifference by their low 
standards of talent and honesty. 
No European State Free. 
This diagnosis is just. The result is 
a condition which the German Kolnische 
Zeitung calls “parliamentarismus-mu- 
digkeit’—that is, exhaustion and dis- 
illusion with the present prevailing 
forms of representative government. 
No European state is free. In Great 
Britain. whose parliamentary system 
was for centuries the envy of HWurope, 
“narliamentarismus-mudigkeit” is the 
daily topic of the press. Some of this 
talk is exaggerated. It is usually the 
party with a minority in parliament 
which claims that parliament has de- 
caved, while the majority party, be- 
ing responsible for parliament's acts, 
dissents and (until it loses its major- 
ity) praises the parliamentary system. 
In France “parliament exhaustion” is 
more genuine. 
tem of the chamber of deputies pre- 
vents any ministry staying in power 
for more than a few months; and this 
has disastrous results on the adminis- 
tration of all state departments which 
demand a creative and continuous pol- 
icy. In France, the working class Is 
“exhausted” with parliament. Parlia- 
ment, says the working class, has nev- 
‘er done, and will neverdo, anything for 
us. Hence the growth of syndicalism, 
the principle of which is that the 
workers must work out thejr own sal- 
vation by extra-pariiamentary means, 
and, of necessity, in defiance of parlia- 
ment. In Germany things are no bet- 
ter. The German complaint is. not 
that the reichstag will do_ nothing, 
that it can Go nothing. The reich- 
is assailed, by the press for not 
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having the spirit and will to est®blish 
its power in the state, and for allow- 
ing itself to be dictated to by every 
second-rate bureaucrat who happens, for 
the time being, to enjoy court protec- 
tion. This accusation is not as true as 
it was. The reichstag has undoubted- 
ly enlarged its control over the Kaiser's 
ministers. 

The prominent center 
member, Dr. Erzberger, one 
ablest thinkers and political writers 
in the empire, proclaimed lately that 
“responsible government” has already 
been established. The reichstag, Says 
Erzberger, cannot, indeed, force its 
own choice of ministers on the sov- 
ereign as is done by parliament in Eng- 
land and France, but it has so far pro- 
gressed that no chancellor, however 
strongly supported by the Kaiser, can 
stand against reichstag disapproval. 

Parlinment Exhaustion the Rule. 

In the remaining great European 
states ‘parliament exhaustion” is the 
rule. Hungary’s diet has done prac- 
tically no work for years. It has de- 
veloped into a mere arena for prize- 
fighters and even a stage for attempts 
at assassination. Austria’s parliament

“Parliament exhaustion” is not new. 
Plain facts about it were set out 
twenty years ago in a famous book by 
Bismarck’s confidant, Lothar Bucher, 
who for years studied the parliament- 
ary system in England, and soon aft- 
erwards similar facts were set out in 
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the book, “The Moscow Album,” by 
the late Konstanin Pobiedonosseff, Rus- 
Sia’s persecuting synod procuror. Now 
the question is again handled by the 
brilliant Austrian reichstrat deputy, 
Ernst Viktor Zenker. Herr Zenker is 
an experienced parliamentarian, who 
has written much on _ parliamentary 
evils, and in his new book, “Der Par- 
liamentarismus: Sein Wesen und Seine 
Entwicklung,” he repeats his diagnosis, 
and propounds novel, almost revolu- 
tionary, remedies. His main diagnosis 
is as stated above. He complains that 
parliaments have ceased to fulfill any 
of their ostensible functions. They 
have become platforms from which to 
make speeches to such small part of 
the public as troubles to listen. When 
both Prince Buelow and August Bebe] 
refused to address the German reich- 
stag because the newspaper reporters 
were cn strike, they merely confirmed 
the long-observed fact that.the rep- 
resentatives of the people go into par- 
liamen: in order to agitate, and no 
longer for the purpose of making laws 
and judging affairs. 

Some of the Evils Mechanical. 

Some of the evils of parliamentarism 
are mechanical. For these mechanical 
remedies are suggested. One mechani- 
cal evil is the exaggeration of the 
party system. Zenker denies that the 
many-party system is the cause of all 
ill; he holds that many-party legisla- 
tures like Germany’s are most likely 
to pass fair laws than two-party leg- 
islatures like England’s and America’s. 
When there are many parties, laws are 
more likely to be the result of fair 
compromise. The numerous parties in 
continental legislatures, however, do 
not represent different shades of polit- 
ical conviction which have been volun- 
tarily reasoned out. The tén German 
parties and the thirty-four Austrian 
are the involuntary product of coéndi- 
tions. A.man is mostly bern into his 
party. If he is born a farmer he in- 


variably becomes a conservative- 
agrarian and if he is born in the store- 


keeping class, he joins the party which 
by its program defends the storekeep- 
er’s interests. And so on. In Austria, 
where most parties have a racial basis, 
he has even less choice. So that the 
old notion false that parties are 
organized groups of men with identical 
views on matters of state policy. The 
worst vice of parliamentary govern- 
ment is that the larger parties, which 
are thus mere interest-groups, 
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without regard to justice or general 
state interests. To mitigate 
proportional representation is proposed. 
This plan is good in principle, but 
involves great mechanical difficulties, 
one of which is that proper representa- 
tion of minorities means increasing the 
size of parliaments until they become 
mere mobs, incapable of transacting 
business, 
System of Publie Control. 

Herr Zenker claims that the most 
essential ills of parliament cannot be 
got rid of by representation of minori- 
ties. Two other things are needed. 
The first the strengthening of the rep- 
resentative system by a system of pub- 
lic control over parliament; and the 
second is a radical change in the func- 
tions of parliament itself. Zenker 
stands for the referendum on all great 
law projects. But the referendum is 
not enough. The elector must not only 
control projected bills; he must also 
control his representative. This can be 
done partly by shortening the present 
term for which parliaments are elected 
and partly by embodying in constitu- 
tions the provision that a deputy’s 
mandate is revocable. The citizens 
who send g2 man to represent them 
should have the right to dismiss him 
if he ceases to represent them worth- 
ily. The decision on this question 
should be that of the citizens as a 
whole, and not of the party whose 
votes have got the deputy into parlia- 
ment. In order to ensure this it would

AN ECONOMIC 
MOVE. 

Though to encourage home indus- 
try is one of the vocations of public- 
spirited women, they have reached 
that point of economic knowledge when 
they realize that their prosperity de- 
pends upon something being done to 
decrease the high cost of living. Their 
bank books show that the checks paid 
out to meet the ravages of smoke on 
thetr clothing, their bed and table 
linens, their curtains and hangings, 
make up the largest item on the liv- 
ing expense record. 

The continual cleaning of garments 
reduces their durability and the lace 
gurtains, which must be taken down 
and repeatedly cleaned, soon become 
wern and drawn and shrinking. Not 
every woman can afford to replenish 
her curtains more than once a yéar, 
and then she may have to struggle for 
them, and it is enly the very well-to- 
de woman who can save curtains by 
heving two sets of them. Not only 
the curtains which may be sent to the 
tub have to be cleaned, but the silken 
hangings which go over them show 
the stain of smoke, which no amount 
of precaution can keep away.

Recently hair specialists and skin 


specialists in Atlanta reaped a harvest 
of funds. The necessity for the weekly 
shampoo every woman feels, and it is 
held by many that this too-frequent 
washing of the hair deprives it of its 
strength and finally its beauty. This 
fact—the very danger of woman actu- 
ally losing her crowning glory—her 
hair—is another menace Atlanta wom- 
en trace directly:to the smoke nuisance.

In a luxurious mansion of the ex- 
treme old style in Waris, just off the 
Avenue de Bois and hidden in a private 
street whose monumental iron gates 
are locked at night, lives a little French 
woman, known well enough to France 
and hailed by many as the greatest 
woman composer in the world. She is 
the Princess Armande de Polignac and 
within the next few months she will 
come to Atlanta in her private car. 
Firat of all cities in America which she 
will visit will be Richmond, for she has 
a mission in her trip. Her father was 
Prince Camille de Polignac, of one of 
the oldest families in France, but 
‘known on this side of the water as 
Major General Polignac, one of the 
bravest and most romantic figures of 
the many who fought under southern 
colors in the civil war. 

The little French woman, who an 
idealist and somewhat of a socialist 
with wonderfully striking ideas on mu- 
sic and on society, is coming to present 
to the city of Richmond the sword 
given to her father when he entered 
the confederate service as a captain. 
Even after he was promoted through 
bravery and daring, as confederate mil- 
itary nistory shows, to the rank of ma- 
jor general, he kept the first sword 
with which he fought for the rights of 
the south. ; 

Gees on Mission to France. 

When the confederacy was toppling 
Genéral Polignac was taken from his 
command. He had been a schoolboy 
friend and a companion in arms of the 
Duc de Mornoy and a half-brother and 
chief adviser of Napoleon IIL, and he 
was sent on a mission to France. 

The sword was then taken home with 
him and when he returned after a fruit- 
less errand he left the sword with his 
wife. i 

A few years later he returned to 
France and plunged into the Franco- 
Prussian war under the colors of his 
native country and afterwards fought 
in Algeria, as brilliantly as he had 
fought for the south, but he never for- 
got the ardor and the magnificence of 
the battles of southern armies. 

He spent his last days (for he died 
only a few weeks ago), dwelling on 
that day at Mansfield, where he 
stemmed the tide and where when 
General Alfred Mouton fell, he was 
made major general. His will, when 
opened, showed that to his daughter 
he had left as a sacred trust the deliv- 
ery of the sword to Richmond. 

The woman herself, who has a 
daughter of 16, but who scarce looks 
the 85 years accredited to her, grew 
up, hearing at her father’s knee stories 
that southern girls heard, but that few 
children of French birth ever listened 
to. Tales of the forced ‘narches and 
the brilliant campaigns under General 
Richard Taylor, in Arkansas, and of 


is 


the impetuosity and daring, and the 
stubborn and dogged fighting of the 
men in gray, became things upon which 
her childish thoughts, were centered. 
She was as familiar with the names of 
Lee and Jackson and Beauregard and 
Taylor, and the other matchless gen- 
erals of the south, as any girl whose 
father or whose grandfather gave all 
but life to the southern cause. 

In Love With “Dixie.” 

One of the first tunes which 
learned, too, was the ringing, stirring 
“Dixie.” She hummed the tune before 
she had an idea of its nationality or 
that it was written in words that to 
the French are hard and cold, 

Later she learned the English tongue 
which her father spoke with a curious 
accent between the French and the 
soft and slurring voice of the men with 
whom he had fought. 

“Dixie” became to her the 
hymn of a wonderful race of men— 
men whose bravery was shown again 
and again before overwhelming odds, 
and among whom her own father had 
won a warrior’s place and a brother's 
love. 

At the age of 13 the girl was study- 
ing music. At the Crystal Palace in 
London and with the famous masters 
of her own country she studied her 
art. She had scarce taken up lessons 
before she began to compose music of 
her own. 

The music at first was strange. 
times the notes became mingled 
overborne by a clashing that could 
only be heard on battlefields and 
through it at times ran the clear note 
of the bugle. Her efforts seemed hope- 
less. Later she learned that when 
composing, she must await the passing 
of these thoughts from her mind. 
Sometimes she would be delaye:l for 
days, waiting for the memories of her 
father’s stories to die away. 

Desire to Visit South. 

Naturally there came to the child a 
desire to visit the southern battlefields 
upon which her father won fame and 
honor and that desire wlll be consum- 
mated when she carries out her fath- 
er’s trust and brings his sword back 
to the land which gave it to him. 

From Paris comes the announcement 
that Princess de Polignac will tour the 
south in her private car and will visit 
the battlefields on which her father 
fought. 

When the daughter of “The Little 
Frenchman,” as the confedérate  sol- 
diers knew him, comes to America, she 
will be hailed by old confederates with 
an acclaim that not even a queen of 
France could get. No romance 0of 
French history, no plaudits of the 
French salons will be thought of by 
the bearded old warriors, sitting around

scattered firesides herded in sol- 
diers’ homes. 

In the charming little woman the 
men who fought under Polignac or 
whose brigades were-near his in battle 
after battle, will see only the daugh- 
ter of the man who saved them at 
Mansfield and whom they followed and 
loved for his daring. 

Armande de .olignac, who is the 
daughter of a family whose name is 
historic in France, is the wife of Al- 
fred, Compte de Chabannes, La Palice, 
scion of a family even older than her 
own. As she has from a child avoided 
society and social relations, despite her 
wealth, so she looks upon the titles 
which she bears. In the musical world 
she is Known, by her own wish, simply 
as Mme. de Polignac. She and her 
husband are decidedly wealthy and live 
in their home in grandeur. She ex- 
pects to spend a smal] fortune in car- 
rying out her father’s trust and later 
in gratifying her own desire to see 
the fields upon which he fought 

Story in New York World. 

Of the woman herself and her musit- 
cal ability The New York World under 
date of December 21 has the following 
to say: 

“Princess Armande de Polignac, 
whose recent composition, ‘The Thou- 
sand and One Nights,’ was interpreted 
by Loie Fuller’s dancing pupils at sev- 
eral matinees given by Miss Fuller at 
the Odeon theater, desires to be Known 
as a composer and not as a princess. 
Nothing makes her so furious as to be 
addressed,as a titled person. 

‘Her father, the Prince Polignac, who 
fought as an officer in the confederate 
army the American civil war, and 
who in Paris only a few weeks 
azo, socialist, and this daughter 
has similar political principles. 

“Mme. de Polignac, as the princess 
calls herself, began to study music 
when she was a-little girl, and has 
never done anything else. She entered 
the Paris conservatory young and 
spent ten years playing the drums in 
the conservatory orchestra while she 
was studying composition. She began 
to compose for the piano eight or ten 
years ago, and wrote her first two 
symphonies about five years ago. Dur- 
ing her study of composition she 
learned to play not only the violin, 
but practically § all the instruments 
of the modern orchestra. 

“She works very slowly, having 
taken two years to orchestrate the 
‘Thousand and One Nights’ alone. The 
best-known of her works are three 
sonatas for the plano, the two sym- 
phonies and the new piece. A year

Dr. Robert Bridges’ Brother 
Goes to Writing Poetry to 
Former’s Disgust. 


London, Jan. 24.—Dr. Robert Bridges, 
England’s new poet laureate, mu&t be 
feeling more than a little “peeved” 
just at present. It isn’t a happy new 
year for him, not so far, anyway. To 
begin with, his first official ode, which 
dealt with Christmas, has been pretty 
generally knocked. It is said to have 
been sent to King George to begin with 
and to have been published at his ma- 
jesty’s express wish, because he was 
so delighted with it, but this has not 
prevented frank critics from describing 
the poem as ever worse, if possible, 
than the famous epic about the “Girls 
in the Gold-Reef City,” with which the 
late Alfred Austin began his career as 
laureate. 

What must have given even a worse 
jar to Dr. Bridges, however, is the sud- 
den appearance on the literary scene of 
his brother, the Rev. John A, Bridges, 
who, it appears, is also a poet, and who 
promises to be something of a thorn in 
the side of his distinguished relative. 
John Bridges, who is de- 
scribed as a “tall, elderly man, with 
the appearance of an ex-army officer,” 
and who has just contributed some un- 
speakably bad political verses to a 
London newspaper, is, it appears, the 
rector of Rudgwick, in Sussex. Inci- 
entally, he is the author of three poetic 
works which have been published— 
one of which is-called “Wet Days,” and 
another “The Lost Parson’—not to 
mention a volume of “Reminiscences,” 
and he is stated to be now engaged in a 
volume on the Land Question. 

Sad to relate, the clerical Bridges is 


janything but an admirer of the work 


as a poet of the Laureate Bridges. He 
is stated to have said so yester- 
day in terms which admitted of no mis- 
construction when he called at the 
offices of the London journal which 
publishes his political tirade, to offer 
its editor the manuscript thereof. Nor 
has the Rev. Mr. Bridges a lofty opin- 
ion of Asquith, who appointed his 
brother to his present high and histor- 
ic post, for, in his poem, he refers 
to Asquith as “‘a premier’ forsooth!” 
What sort of stuff the reverend. gen- 
tleman’s screed, which is called ‘“‘The 
New Year Passes,’ is, may be judged 
by its opening verse, which runs as fol- 
lows: 
“A calamitovs 
its close; 
What the next one may bring only 
Providence knows; 
Against odds she oft helps honest peo- 
ple to win, ’ 
So the ‘Ins’ may be out, and the ‘Outs’ 
may be in.” 
_ If this is a fair sample of his muse, 
it does not seem probable that the Rev. 
Mr. Bridges will succeed his brother 
as poet laureate. It will be excessive- 
ly annoying to Dr. Bridges, however, 
if his poetic kinsman comes out with 
a new composition whenever he himself 
perpetrates an official lay—a thing, one 
would say, that is quite likely to hap- 
pen.

“Mme. de Polignac is an accom- 
plished orcRestra conductor and will 
accompany Miss Fuller on her coming 
tour in the near east and g0 to 
America with Miss Fuller afterwards, 
perhaps next year.” 

Son eof Famous Minister. 

Major General Polignac was the son 
of the famous minister of Charles X. 
Count, duke, peer of France and Ro- 
man prince, he nevertheless passed his 
early childhood in exile with his father 
until the latter was allowed to return 
to France in 1836. A few years later 
Prince Camille was at school in Paris, 
where his family lived quiet and rich, 
with none of their former political 
inagnificence. 

When the Crimean war broke out he 
volunteered, and won his lieutenant’s 
stripes at the age of 23. Of an active 
and adventurous disposition, and “lov- 
ing war and danger,” as he explained 
in later years, he spent the next five 
years in wandering over the world. 

In the course of his travels in 
America he made many friends in the 
south. His civil war record is best 
told by John Dimitry, in the Louisiana 
volume of Confederate Military His- 
tory, edited by General Clement A. 
Evans. 

Record eof Polignac. 

His record there shows him a brave 
mah and a capable officer. It is, in 
full, as follows: 

“Major General Camille Armand 
Jules Marie Polignac was born in 
France, February 6, 1832. He bore the 
title of Count de Polignaé, and was a 
descendant of the duchess of that name 
who was a favorite of Marie Antoi- 
nette. 

“At the beginning of the civil war 
he came to America and offered his 
services to the confederate govern- 
ment. He was made brigadier general 
January 10, 1862, and attached to the 
army of Tennessee, but was transferred 
to Louisiana, where he served mostly, 
and was highly esteemed by General 
E. Kirby-Smith and by General Rich- 
ard Taylor. 

“For his management of a spirited 
action which he had with the enemy's 
gunboats on the Ouachita river March 
1 and 2, 1864, in which the enemy’s 
gunboats were repulsed, he received 
the thanks of General -Taylor in a 
special order, which said: ‘The dispo- 
sitions made by General Polignac were 
excellent, and were nobly sustained by 
his command.’ 

“At Mansfield and Pleasant Hill, 
Polignac was greatly distinguished by 
the gallantry and skill which he ex- 
hibited in the performance of his du- 
ties. 

“When General Mouton fell at Mans- 
field, five of his regimental commanders 
being also killed and another severely 
wounded, and seven standard bearers 
of the ‘Crescent regiment’ shot down, 
General Taylor says that ‘The division 
never halted for a moment, nor even 
fell into confusion, but under the gal- 
lant Polignac pressed stubbornly on.’ 

“On June 13, 1864, Polignac wag 
commissioned major general. He con- 
tinued in command of Mouton’'s old 
division, which he had led in the bat- 
tles of Mansfield and Pleasant Hill, in 
subsequent operations in Louisiana. 
Before the downfall of the confederacy 
he returned to France, where, during 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71, 
he fought for his native land. Ssub- 
sequently he was engaged in journal- 
ism and civil engineering, having 
charge of several surveying expeditions 
in Algeria”

Songs, singers and singing have long 
come to be recognized as possessing 
the greatest interest for the American 
as well as other publics. Unlike some 
allied branches of the musical art, 
singing may be enjoyed by those who 
have not had musical training, but who 
have an inherent liking for’ music. 
Where the pianist or violinists some- 
times fails to reach the heart of the 
untutored histener the singer strikes 
the chord of responsive sympathy and 
understanding. Why? Because the 
voice is the most resourceful of all 
musical instruments. Gifted with the 
wer of speech, the singer can g0 
arther with a song than the instru- 
mentalist with any other form of com- 

position. 

This is the age of singers. Every day 
finds an increasing number added to 
the ranks of professionals and ama- 
teurs, for the very good reason that 
people are becoming fonder of singing 
as a medium of entertainment and cul- 
tivation. There was a time when the 
American singer was a sort of rare 
but that was long ago. As 
the people of this land have advanced 
in thelr knowledge of and appreciation 
for the fine arts, singing has taken 
its proper place at the head of the list. 

Naturally, as the demand for singing 
has developed it has been necessary to 
supply the demand, and that has 
brought more singers into the field 
which now includes mililons of Ameri- 
cans-—amateurs and professionals. The 
singing habit, like measles, is catching 
and, being a singer myself, I am glad 
to see that it is takin its roper 
position in the realm of artistic en- 
deavor of every sort, . 

Natural Expression. 3 

This is not only a source of gratifi- 
cation to those of us who are earning 
our livelihood by‘ our voices, but to 
every one who realizes the beneficial 
influence of singing upon our 
being. I presume most 
that song is the natural expression oO 
joy, even though it often represents 
the opposite of that emotion. The man 
who sings while at his work is usually 
happy, which may be said of the ma- 
jority of those who hum a tune. 

Apart from the helpful effect of 
singing upon mind and body—for no 
one can deny that this is true—it is 
wise for every one who has a voice to 
learn how to use it. First of all, such 
practice assists in developing the 
lungs and, as every one knows, a sound 
breathing apparatus is useful to people 
in any walk of life. Secondly, a pleas- 
ing quality of voice in speaking helps 
a man or woman in business or social 
intercourse, a fact that is rapidly com- 
ing to be understood at its full worth. 
Finally, it may be said that the per- 
son who can sing has an accomplish- 
ment that may frequently be turned 
to financial account. 

I know a man who asserts that he 
has gained a greater success in his 
business through learning how to sing,

they understand that even a naturally 
beautiful tone quality-can be improved 
by the ability to place a tone in a 
manner that gives it a certain sym- 
pathetic richness. Many  DdDeautiful 
women whose voices are naturally 
nasal or flat in quality have improved 
them by learning how to sing. 
Harsh Speaking Voices. 
Few Americans who have not studied 
singing epeak or sing with a pleasing 


tone, even though the American voices | 


are naturally among the finest to be 
found. 
the ear, the average speaking voice 
heard in this country is almost harsh, 
and not infrequently strident. Under 
such circumstances it behooves our 
men and women ‘to consider eliminat- 
ing unpleasant qualities of their voices, 
and this can be done by study and 
practice. Such practice consists. in 
singing sustained tones on certain 
notes, running scales slowly and rapid- 
ly, and using the voice in other ways 
that develop its quality, resonance, 
flexibility and power. 

I do not mean by this to advise the 
study of einging with an idea of fol- 
lowing it as a means of financial re- 
turn. On the contrary, I never advo- 
cate such a course. The responsibility 
is too heavy, and I have no wish 
assume an attitude that might later 
cause one to blame me for pogsible 
failure in one of the most difficult pro- 
fessions existing. Although I am con- 
stantly asked to listen to the voices 
of ambitious Americans, I prefer to let 
them decide for themselves the matter 
of entering music seriously. 

But to study music, especially sing- 
ing, for self-improvement is something 
which every one should do who 
afford it. An intimate acquaintance 
with tone production and the interpre- 
tative side of the art never fails to 
permit a greater enjoyment of a con- 
cert, and nowadays cultivated persons 
feel that it is just as essential to pos- 
sess a working familiarity with some 
branch of music as to be on intimate 
terms with good literature. 

By tone production is meant the 
manner in which the singer actually 
makes a vocal sound, and this is one 
of the hardest things to acquire. The 
difficulty of developing a technique 
permitting a reliable and satisfactory 
method of producing the tones makes 
this one essential in the study of sing- 
ing a matter of paramount importance. 

While there has been much fault 
found with the American singer in his 
raw state, it is a fact that no voices in 
the world are better naturally than 
those to be found in the United States. 
It is true that the habit of careless 
use of the voice has done much to in- 
vite censure, but the American voice, 
intrinsically, is broad in singing possi- 
bilities.

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nevertheless. When it is understood 
that the inherent quality of the natura] 
American voice is good, but that care- 
lessness in its use causes unpleasant 
sounds to ensue, it may be seen that the 
excellence it possess@égs may be eén- 
hanced if it is developed according to 
roper means. This is what is meant 
oe my assertion that American voices 
are fine in the raw, despite the fact 
that it is not always discovered until 
study of singing corrects the existing 
defects. 

Our great fault—speaking of Amer- 
icans as a whole—is a disregard of the 
right use of the vocal apparatus. The 
English language is not one calculated 
to develop a lovely quality of tone, and 
unless voice study is begun at an early 
age, numerous bad habits have been 
formed which later must be eliminated. 
That is one excellent reason for start- 
ing with a singing teacher while one 
is young. 

The young man or woman 
vote a few hours a week 
will never regret it 
cially if he or she is directed by one 
who is competent. There are thou- 
sands of excellentamateur singers in 
this country whose voices and singing 
abilities are equal to those of many 
professionals. They may not have as 
extensive repertoires or the same con- 
fidence to face large audiences, but 
many are able to earn money if cir- 
cumstances arise making such steps 
necessary. 

The first thing to be by the 
person who has decided to learn how 
to sing is to find a competent teacher. 
Almost every town, no matter how 
small, has at least one, while the cities 
are overrun with instructors, among 
whom a few may be discovered who 
understand their art. However, voice 
training is not easy, although it has 
been viewed as a “good thing’ by mu- 
sical persons who impose upon the 
credulity of the uninitiated. 

Select Teachers With Caution, 

The difficulty of securing an honest! 
instructor has done more than’ any- 
thing else to injure reputable teach- 
ers, for the many incompetent and dis- 
honorable folk who go their way doing 
irreparable damage to fine instruments 
have cast a blight upon the industry. 
Therefore, I would suggest caution in 
selecting a teacher. 

No set rule can be laid down to ena- 
ble the inexperienced to know, at first 
meeting, the reliable and efficient 
teacher of voice. The unscrupulous 
teachers are sometimes the most plaus- 
ible in their talk, which promotes con- 
fidence in the mind of the prospective 
pupil. Only a trial can convince the 
one who is taking the lessons of their 
actual value. However, it will be well 
for all young singers to place moderate 
confidence in him or her who promises 
little. 

After a reasonable period of. pre- 
liminary study has passed, the pupil 
will begin to gather a knowledge of 
the early stages of the work and to 
form some sort of opinion. In the 
event that an able instructor has been 
discovered, the progress itself will tell 
the story. On the other hand, the 
voice may be filled with faults hard 
to overcome, and in such case the pupil 
must take this fact into consideration 
in forming an estimate of the ability 
of the one who is doing the gulding. 

At the end of a few months’ con- 
scientious work, however, any person 
who is naturally musical and intelli- 
gent will be in a position to judge as 
to the suitability of the teacher. While 
errors of opinion are bound to occur, 
the opportunity usually arises for the 
average young singer to ascertain what 
has or has not _been accomplished, 
especially if some effort is made to 
hear good singers who appear in pub- 
lic, and to discuss singing with friends 
or acquaintances who have had expe- 
rience.

Acquiring a free delivery of tone and 
developing the voice throughout its 
entire compass, from bottom to top, 
usually occupies the mind of the be- 
Sinner for a lone time. Often public 
singers do not learn their technique 
inspite of their successes. They have 
naturally superior instruments which, 
even though abused by bad methods of 
producing tone, cause the singer to 
succeed, for a _ time, least, purely 
on the strength of exceptional 
voice.

finally arrives at the period of dis- 
cretion, and this discretion enables 
judgment to be formed as to the ehar- 
acter of the instruction that has béep- 
given—if the singer is honest and has 
the capacity for self-criticism. . Then, 
and then only, can the goprano, con- 
tralto, tenor, baritone or base deter- 
mine as to the wisdom of the course 
pursued. 

Some voices, unded proper guidance, 
develop remarkably fast, while others 
grow slowly. I would caution all who 
commence their studies to bear in 
mind that singing cannot be learned 
overnight. Some people require a year 
to accomplish what others find readily 
possible in half that time. For this 
reason it is well to remember that 
haste must be made slowly. 

The chief thing to work for at all 
times is ease and certainty of tone 
production. Learn—if you can—to 
make the tone with as little breath 
and effort as possible, to strive for 
purity and beauty of voice, and a good 
beginning will have been made. Qual- 
ity and not quantity is what must be 
sought for, for bigness of tone is jus- 
tiflable only in a degree that does not 
impair the beauty of the instrument. 

One .so often hears a lyric soprano 
shrieking a song or aria that should 
be attempted by a dramatic soprano, 
or a light tenor growing red in the 
face in his endeavor to cope with a 
trying composition bevond his natural 
ability. It is far better to sing well 
a simple ballad than to torture listen- 
ers with wailings caused solely by an 
attempt to interpret a selection beyond 
the. limits of the person trying to 
sing it. 

And merely because a friend has suc- 
ceeded in executing an operatic air 
replete with scales, the soprano whose 
voice is not intended for such work 
should not follow suit. In other words, 
try tq find out the extent of your fre- 
sources and keep to them. Then y 
progress will be surer, quicker and far 
more permanent. 

Most young people ask too much of 
their teachers. They not only expec: 
them to give the lessons, but to pre 
pare them as well. This attitude is 
all wrong. No instructor, no matter 
how wonderful, is able to do more 
than to guide the singer. It is his, or 
her, place to listen to what is done, to 
endeavor to correct the faults, and to 
keep clear of them. 

The real development takes place at 
the home of the pupil, who must do 
the actual labor that will or will not 
enable the voice to respond to the de- 
sires of its owner. Fifteen minutes of 
intelligent, careful vocalizing is worth 
an hour of thoughtless practice, and 
this point must ever uppermost in 
the mind of the person who is genu- 
inely anxious to excell as a singer. 
Listen to everv tone vou make and 
work conscientiously: otherwise noth- 
ing worth while can be accomplished 
Americans can sing if they will onlv 
be patient and use their intelligence. 
and I predict that another ten years 
will find them leading the world in this 
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the greatest of all musical arts.

And when I saw a swarm of laugh- 
ing girls run from the home and about 
the place like school children at re- 
@ess. and she told me those same girls 


had once been brothel wares, I instinc- 
tively felt another collision with truth. 
She had carried me to Martha home 


and was showing me with fact how the 
girl gone wrong goes good again. 

“And why do girls gone wrong £0 
good again?” I asked her. 
“Circumstances,” she replied, 
and simple.” 

And when I received this third col- 
lision with truth I had become so ac- 
customed to it that it didn’t shake me 
up as badly as the first two. 

There was a child there who hadn't 
seen. but sixteen years—two of them 

the tenderloin—who took great 

in attending to chickens, and 

there was a young woman—maybe 

20, she looked older—who had learned 

to milk the household cow and was so 

proud of her accomplishment that she 

wouldn't let anybody else perform that 
daily task. 

They all were learning to cook and 
do housework, and had become thor- 
oughly domesticated. And among 
them was a girl mother who had a 
smile like the Madonna and whose 
babe-—even she—would never know its 
father. who knew how to cook better 
than the rest of them and was the ob- 
ject of envy of the entire home. 

I recognized ‘many of them, for a po- 
lice reporter soon grows familiar with 
the faces of the underworld. Each of 
them, at one time or other, had been 
swirled through the muddy waters of 
police court.

She rips the tinsel from the counterfeit 
and lays it bare to the bone. She 
instills her sublime self in the soul 
of her disciples, and Closes their hear- 
ing and sight from the call of the 
counterfeit life. 

They have learned this at Martha home 
and have moved it fromits place in the 
city to the country—out here near 
West View cemetery—on a plantation 
that would have swollen the pride of a 
Dixie planterin slavery days. They have 
pug their charges to farming in the 
open field instead of sewing and can- 
ning in the narrow gloominess: of a 
room—to milking cows and feeding 
chickens and handling cattle and 
churning milk instead of washing dish- 
es and sweeping floors and laundering 
clothes and leading a menial life. 

They have inspired an interest in 
the things their children do—have 
made them constructive in mind and 
thought and action; have given the 
mother spirit a chance.

In short, nature, as they will tell vou 
at Martha home, and as you yourself 
can easily find, is entirely for the good 
there is in life. 

And those are the circumstances that 
cause the girl gone wrong to go good— 
circumstances like those that prevail in 
the sunshiny bosom of nature in which 
the home of Martha thrives. 

“The only method to reform the girl 
of the underworld,” Miss Claxton told 
me, “is to inspire within her an in- 


terest in something—anything, so it is 
constructive. There is no girl alive 
who does not possess at least a spark 
of the mother instinct, and there is no 
other spirit so constructive. 

“It is back to nature that the area- 
ture of circumstances can find the 
greatest interest in things beneficial. 
She must forget and she must have 
something on which to plan and to 
devise and to depend. She must be 
away from temptation, because girls 
of that type are weak, and she must 
have nothing about her except that 
which is unblemished—and you can 
only find the unblemished in nature. 

“These girls find an interest in their 
Zardening, their chickens, their cows, 
their thousand and one little products 
of the plantation. They are proud of 
their domestic training and are grow- 
ing to love the home they are making. 
Regulation of hours and habits and 
meals and work strengthens the body. 
Adjustment of sleep and amusement 
and training repairs the mind. The 
healthy mind doesn’t incline to vice. 
Only defective minds father misdeeds. 


MUST PUT LOVE 
IN HER WORK. 


“Few minds are beyond repair. No 
girl or woman naturally leans toward 
immorality. The defectiveness of their 
minds and the circumstances that en; 
gulf them—they’re to blame. You 
can’t repair the immorality of the 
wicked girl by putting her in servants’ 
quarters and servant's position. Scrub- 
bing floors and washing dishes and 
Obeying harsh orders aren't going to 
unburden her soul. She must have 
pride in accomplishment, the same as 
we all must have. Constant reminder 
of her social level isn’t going to in- 
spire her to rise. 

“She must have a regard for her 
efforts—-she must puf love in her work, 
And she must have inspirational envi- 
ronments in which to perform it. One 
is foolish to take the girl of the ten- 
derloin from the glitter and tinsel of 
her swift career and put hér in the 
kitchen and snobocracy of the home of 
the amateum reformer who would drag 
her fron’ .ie scarlet path. 

‘Pur the sunshine, where she 
can feel throb of body and soul an- 
sweringeg thetouch of nature. Give her 
tasks she can shape to suit herself, and 
in the performance of which she can 
put her own individuality. Give her 
the latitude she @leserves, and train 
her in the direction she appreciates and 
regards. This task of reforming the 
girl gone wrong is stupendous, yet it is 
simple. 

“Most girls go crooked because of 
slackness in the home. They had lit- 
tle to attract them to the hearth and a 
mother’s training. A loose home is an 
abomination and a sin unforgiveable. 
Upon finding home duties they can 
sRare—a home they can build accord- 
ing to their own tastes and notions— 
they grasp hungrily at the opportu- 
nity.

She loved the man who betrayed her, 
undoubtedly, purely because his na- 
ture was vagrant, lawless, wanton, and 
she felt the woman’s yearning to re- 
build him—remould him with her own 
heart and hands.

That girl went wrong 
through her greatest blessings. 

“Deceived, she went the crimson way 
because of pride. Yet, that same pride 
and that same spirit never died within 
her. To retrieve that girl would be 
simplicity itself. Give her an interest 
in things beneficial, something con- 
structive. Give her something to build, 
to shape, to love. 


GIVE THE MOTHER 
SPIRIT A CHANCE. 

“There are manifold causes for the 
girl gone wrong, but for each there is 
the same path to redemption. Give her 
something to do that she loves—give 
the mother spirit a chance. Give it to 
her in the sunshine, the magnificence 
of the open, beside the running brook 
and beneath the shade tree—away from 
the glitter of the artifices of the city. 
Once an illusion is dispelled, it fades 
away to never return.” 

Miss Claxton is a dominant figure in 
police circles—-that is, the woman’s 
side of the police business. She is the 
city’s first policewoman, and there is 
probably nota policeman inthe depart- 
ment whose work throughout his ca- 
reer has been as effective as that which 
she has performed during the three 
months of service. 

She has been put in charge of Mar- 
tha home. Her assistants are Mrs. 
Burnett and Miss Moyer. She has 
made a thorough study of sociology, 
and has been active in many reform 
campaigns. Years ago she was a 
member of the faculty of a girls’ col- 
lege in Pennsylvania. She became a 
social worker during the early stages 
of Philadelphia’s famous social ser- 
vice campaign. 

Since that time, she has taken an 
active part in municipal -reform. It 
was at her instigation that the depart- 
ment of Woman Probation was inau- 
gurated at police headquarters. She 
is now endéavoring to establish a 
municipal lodging house for working 
girls and girls who desire to quit the 
underworld. 

Her plans will soon be submitted 
to, counsel, and prospects are good for 
the launching of such en institution. 
In maintaining such an asset, she ex- 


pects to better conditions among the 
working girls and to abolish an effec- 
tive degree of the temptations that are 
thrust before the struggling girl whose 
every penny goes for the shoddy ex- 
istence she makes from her miserable 
salary. 

Lodging well within the purse of 
the working girl will be provided. Co- 
operation among the girls will be pro- 
moted, and a club organization effect- 
ed. . The average boarding house of 
the working girl is not inviting to 


spend seven evenings a week, thirty a 
month. A plan of the proposed lodging 
house will be to tempt its charges to 
spend evenings in pleasant surround- 
ings and helpful, thereby avoiding the 
dangers of the streets and amusement 
places they otherwise encounter.
